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FOREWORD 


The Commemorative Stamp, like several other subjects under the gen- 


eral head of Philately, is a fruitful source of discussion. In itself it is 


' varieties,” “paper, 


as harmless and does its duty as quietly as its more prosaic brethren, 
dubbed “General Issues.” But, as its name implies, it has also a special 
duty to perform outside the regular course of business, and that is the 
point around which all the controversy revolves. To the “purist”, if we 
may call him such, or the “iconoclast,” if you will, the postage stamp 
should be kept simple and dignified and adhere, naturally, to its original 
purpose. Even pictorial stamps for ordinary series are decried as passing 
the bounds of utility and therefore of reason. Result: a hide-bound, nar- 
row-minded, “scientific” philatelist, steeped in “dies,” “printing,” “minor 
” “yerforations,” etc., etc., obsessed by the weighty 
questions that the study of these points brings forth, and missing entirely 
the sunny side of the hobby that lies just around the corner. 
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Now let us look at this brighter side a moment. For some years past 
there has been a growing school of stamp collectors, (we use that term 
because plilatelists seem bound to restrict their designation to the scien- 
tific side of the pursuit), who find more of interest in the designs of the 
stamps—what they represent, signify, and teach us of the land they come 
from, of its government, people, civilization, language, etc. Here are 
matters of general educational interest, broadening our knowledge and 
views at the same time, and giving us a real “hobby” to turn to for recre- 
ation. If we mistake not, the late Arthur Maury of Paris was the pio- 
neer in this line, publishing a great amount of valuable information in his 
paper, Le Collectionneur de Timbres-poste, under the caption: “What One 
Sees Upon Stamps.” 


Now to go a step further. From earliest times man, in making his- 
tory, has desired to mark his important achievements. The primitive 
cairn, the succeeding monument, sculptural work and painting have all 
been utilized to form permanent memorials of particular events. When 
money came to be coined under the authority of states and rulers it nat- 
urally reflected the vicissitudes of their careers, often merely by necessa- 
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ry change, but now and again by specially stamped tokens to ealebrare 
some great occasion. What, then, more natural than that stamps, issued 
likewise under government authority, should be treated in a similar man- 
ner to coins, and that issues to commemorate events should finally be 
made? Our own country set the example in the issue of a special stamped 
envelope at the time of the.Centennial Exposition in 1876. New South 
Wales was thexnext to follow with an adhesive set issued in 1888 on a 
similar occasion. Since then there has been no lack of them. 


Here, then, is where the paths of the simon-pure philatelist and the 
stamp collector diverge at their greatest angle. The former sees in the 
commemorative issue nothing but what he sees in any other 
issue for scientific study, and he condemns the stamps not only 
upon the ground of being really “unnecessary”, but also as a rule “spec- 
ulative”; for the fact cannot be gainsaid that certain governments have 
thus found a ready means of replenishing depleted treasuries by the sale 
of “souvenirs”, which would rarely be called upon to perform postal duty, 
and therefore result in so much clear gain. This stigma must perforce 
be recognized in many cases, but the result of commemorative issues must 
be acknowledged to have added immeasurably to the attractiveness of 
our albums; and to the collector who studies his stamps have been given 
so many more milestones of history that his fund of general knowledge 
has been vastly increased. He therefore welcomes them and thinks little 
of the added expense. And then their usual attractiveness and interest 
are sure to bring many a recruit to the hobby, a point that even the phi- 
latelist ought not to ignore—much less the dealers who have a habit of 


railing at all commemorative issues and yet lose no opportunity to traffic 
in them. 


It is to these most interesting philatelic souvenirs of historic events, 
therefore, that the present work has been devoted. Multitudes there are 
who collect them, a very great many who appreciate them, but relatively 
- few who can tell much about them. The compilation of their stories has 
been a labor of love on the part of Mr. Lyons, who has long been inter- 
ested in them, and has dug deep and searched out the secrets that many 
seemed loth to give up. The result has been a mine of information on 
historical and political events which he spreads ‘before the reader in the 
sueceeding pages. It will prove of great interest and value to all who 
“study their stamps” and see in them more than mere miniature engrav- 
ings.

COMMEMORATIVE STAMPS 
of the WORLD 


Study each stamp; there is a story in connection with every one. Pri- 
marily every commemorative series is issued to mark some great histori- 
cal event in honor of some noted navigator, general, or statesman, or to 
indicate current progress in transportation, methods of communication, 
or great inventions and their application to commerce and navigation. 
Viewed in this light commemorative stamps are of the highest importance 
not only in calling attention to the landmarks of history, but also in stim- 
ulating the interest of collectors in the progress of the world historically 
and commercially. 


The history of our own country has been definitely outlined by the 
commemorative issues of the United States Government beginning with 
the discovery of America by Columbus, and passing down through the 
great historical events of the settlement of Virginia at Jamestown, the 
discovery of the Hudson River by Hendrick Hudson, the Louisiana Pur- 
chase, and the acquisition of Alaska by purchase from Russia. 


The commemorative stamps of other countries show equally important 
events, even literature being represented in Cervantes’ masterpiece, Don 
Quixote. ; 


UNITED STATES 


U. S. CENTENNIAL ENVELOPES. 


The Centennial Envelope of 1876 was the first commemorative issue. 
The United States Centennial Exhibition held at Philadelphia in 1876 
marked the one hundredth anniversary of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. 


The Government decided on the issue of a special envelope with appro- 
priate device as a sort of memento of the year. Two transfers of the 
same die were used, one at Philadelphia, the other at Hartford, where 
the Plimpton factory was situated. A very close examination will show 
the letters “U. S. M.” on the last car on the stamp. The most notable diff- 
erence between the transfers is in the lower edge of the label containing 
the word “Postage,” in the Hartford the line is complete, in the Philadel- 
phia the line is double or cracked. Color green on white and red on white.

Commemorative of the discovery of America. 


In the report of the Third Assistant Postmaster General, dated Wash- 
ington, D. C., November 20, 1892, is the following: 


8 COMMEMORATIVE STAMPS 


“During the past summer the determination was reached by the Depart 
ment to issue during the progress of the Columbian Exposition at Chica- 
go, a special series of adhesive postage stamps of such a character as 
would help to signalize the four hundredth anniversary of the discovery 
of America by Columbus. This course was in accordance with the prac- 
tice of other great postal administrations on occasions of national rejoic- 
ing, and it was consistent with the idea of a display at the Exposition of 
such articles as\would illustrate the history, progress, and administrative 
functions of the Post-Office Department, which Congress, by statute, has 
directed. to be made part of a general governmental exhibit. The same 
idea had been carried out in a limited way during the Centennial Expo- 
sition.at Philadelphia, in 1876, by the issue, concurrently with that event, 
of a\special design of stamped envelopes appropriate to the celebration. 


“The collecting of stamps is deserving of encouragement, for it tends 
to the cultivation of artistic tastes and the study of history and geog- 
raphy, especially on the part of the young, by the examination and com- 
parison of stamps of different nations of the world, and to a more accu- 
rate knowledge of their postal systems. 


“The principal feature of the Columbian stamps, with two exceptions, is 
the delineation of some scene in the life of Columbus associated with the 
discovery of America, one of the exceptions being a stamp bearing a pro- 
file portrait of Columbus similar to that on the souvenir 50 cent coin is- 
sued by the Treasury Department, and the other a stamp bearing por-_ 
traits of Queen Isabella and Columbus in three-quarters face. There is a 
general resemblance in the two portraits of Columbus, both being taken 
from the same original picture.” 


The illustrations on the stamps were selected after a careful and ex- 
haustive examination of a great number of pictures and other works of 
art that had been specially collected for the purpose, and the appropriate- 
ness of these selections—undoubtedly the best that could have been made, 
both on account of their artistic merit and their historical accuracy— 
has been sanctioned by the judgment of several competent authorities to . 
whom they were submitted for inspection. 


OnE Cent.—“‘Columbus in Sight of Land,” after the painting by William 
H. Powell. This reproduction is enclosed in a circle. On the left of it is 
represented an Indian woman with her child, and on the right an Indian 
with headdress of feathers—each figure in a sitting posture. Color, Ant- 
werp blue. 


Two Cents.—“Landing of Columbus,” after the painting by Vanderlyn, 
in the rotunda of the Capitol at Washington. Color, purple maroon. 


THREE CENTS.—‘‘Flagship of Columbus,” the Santa Maria in midocean, 
from a Spanish engraving. Color, medium shade of green. 


\Four CEents.—‘Fleet of Columbus,” the three caravels, Santa Maria, 
Nina and Pinta in. mid-ocean, from a Spanish engraving, published in 
“La Revista de la Marina.” Color, ultramarine blue. 


Five Cents.—“Columbus Soliciting Aid of Isabella,” after the painting 
by Brozik, in the Metropolitan Museum of Art in New York City. Color, 
chocolate brown. 
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* Six. Cents.—‘Columbus Welcomed at Barcelona,” scene from one of the 
panels of the bronze doors by Randolph Rogers in the Capitol at Washing- 
ton. On each side of the scene represented is a niche, in one of which is 
a statute of Ferdinand and in the other a statue of Balboa. Color, royal 
purple. 


EieHt CENTS.—‘“Columbus Restored to Favor,” after a painting by Fran- 
cisco Jover. Color, magenta red. Issued March 1, 1893. 


TEN CENTS.—“Columbus Presenting Natives,” after the painting by 
Luigi Gregori, at the University of Notre Dame, South Bend, Indiana. 
Color Vandyke brown. 


FIFTEEN CENTS.—‘Columbus Announcing His Discovery,” after the 
painting by R. Baloca, now in Madrid. Color, dark green. 


THIRTY CENTS.—“‘Columbus at La Rabida,” after the painting by R. 
Maso, in Madrid. Color, sienna brown. 


Firty CEeEntTs.—‘Recall of Columbus,” after the painting by A. G. Hea- 
ton, now in the Capitol at Washington. Color, carbon blue. 


OnE DotiaR.—‘Isabella Pledging Her Jewels,” after the painting by 
Munoz Degrain, now in one of the legislative chambers at Madrid. Color, 
rose salmon. 


Two DoLiars.—“Columbus in Chains,” after the painting by Leutze, 
now in Providence, R. I. Color, toned mineral red. 


THREE DOLLARS.—“Columbus Describing Third Voyage,” after a paint- 
ing by Francisco Jover. Color, light yellow green. 


Four DoLuLArs.—Portraits in circles, separated by an ornate device, of 

Isabella and Columbus, the portrait of Isabella after the well-known 

‘ painting by Antonio del Rincon in the Royal Palace at Madrid, and that 
of Columbus after the Lotto painting. Color, carmine. 


Five Doiuars.—Profile of head of Columbus after a cast provided by 
the Treasury Department for the souvenir 50-cent silver piece authorized 
by act of Congress. The profile is in a circle, on the right of which is 
the figure of America, represented by a female Indian with a crown of 
feathers, and on the left a figure of Liberty, both figures being in a sit- 
ting posture. Color black. 


TRANS-MISSISSIPPI ISSUE. 


Issued to commemorate the Trans-Mississippi exposition at Omaha in 
1898. The designs are illustrative of the history of the development of 
the great region beyond the Mississippi River. 

The scenes and the borders are all printed from line engravings on 
steel, executed by the Bureau of Engraving and Printing of the Treasury 
Department. 

The border, which forms in its inner line an irregular oval framework 
to each of the scenes represented, consists of a fluted figure on either 
side, with interior cross-bars, beginning in a single line near the bottom 
of the stamp, and enlarging until it reaches a shield in each of the upper 
corners, wherein is engraved in white the Arabic numeral of denomina- 
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tion—the dollar mark being also included in the case of the one and two 
dollar stamps. At the top, connecting the two shields, and united to the 
fluted framework on the two sides, is a curved tablet, on which are en- 
graved in small white capitals the words “UNITED STATES OF AMERICA.” 
Above this, on either side, are heads of wheat, and between these a small 
scroll. Immediately below the central scene is the title of the picture in 
diminutive white Gothic letters on a curved tablet, and below this on > 
either side, in scrolls, are the words of value, “ONE,” “Two,” and so on, 
in white capitals, except in the case of the two highest denominations, 
when “$1.00” and “$2.00 are substituted for letters. Above each of these 
is a projecting ear of corn, and at the bottom of all a straight colored 
tablet are the words “POSTAGE ONE CENT,” ‘‘POSTAGE TWO CENTS,” and so on. 


ONE CENT.—‘ ‘Marquette- en_the Mississippi,” from_a painting by Lamp- 
recht, now in possession of the Marquétte College of Milwaukee, Wis., 
representing Father Marquette in a boat on the Upper Mississippi, preach- 
ing to the Indians. Color, dark green. 


Two CEenTtT.—‘‘Farming in the West,” from a photograph, representing 
a western grainfield with a long row of plows at work. Color, copper 
red. 


Four Cent.—“Indian Hunting Buffalo,” reproduction of an engraving 
in Schoolcraft’s History of the Indian Tribes. Color, orange. 


Five CentT.—“Fremont on Rocky Mountains,” modified from a wood en- 
graving, representing the Pathfinder planting the U. S. flag on the highest 
peak of the Rocky Mountains. Color, dark blue. 


EieHt Cent.—“Troops Guarding Train,” representing a detachment of 
U. S. soldiers convoying an emigrant train across the prairies; from a 
drawing by Frederic Remington, permission to use which was kindly giv- 
en by the publisher, R. H. Russell of New York. Color, dark lilac. 


TEN CentT.—“Hardships of Emigration,” from a painting kindly loaned 
by the artist A. G. Heaton, representing an emigrant and his family on 
the plains in a “prairie schooner,” one of the horses having fallen from 
exhaustion. Color, slate. 


Firty Cent.—“Western Mining Prospector,” from a drawing by Fred- 
eric Remington (permission to use which has been kindly given by the 
publisher, R. H. Russell of New York), representing a prospector with his 
packmules in the mountains, searching for gold. Color, olive. 


ONE DoLLaR. “Western Cattle in Storm,” representing a herd of cattle 
preceded by the leader, seeking safety from a gathering storm; repro- 
duced from a large steel engraving after a picture by J. MacWhirter—the 
engraving having been kindly loaned by Mrs. C. B. Johnson. Color, black. 

Two DotiaR. “Mississippi River Bridge,” from an engraving—a repre- 
sentation of the great bridge over the “Mississippi, at St. Louis. Color, 
orange brown. 


PAN-AMERICAN ISSUE. 


To commemorate the Pan-American Exposition held at Buffalo, N. Y. in 
1901 and marked the progress of the world in its solving of the problems 
of transportation. 
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» “The words ‘Commemorative Series, 1901,’ and ‘United States of Amer- 
ica,’ next below appear above the vignette; the legend in a line next be- 
low the central opening, with the denomination in a line at the bottom, 
appear in the same order on all the stamps of the series. All the lettering 
is in white Roman Capitals. The numerals are all white faced Arabic in 
the Roman type except the 10 cent, which is the block letter type of figure 
condensed to secure space for the two figures. The borders are well sepa- 
rated from the central pictures, and the words of denomination at the 
bottom are preceded on the same line by the word ‘Postage.’ All the cen- 
tral illustrations are from photographs as the objects represented ap- 
peared in 1900, and are printed in black.” 


“ONE CENT.—The lake steamer presents the port bow. It has but one 
funnel. The pilot house is well forward. The vessel is propelled by side 
wheels. The vignette is within an elliptical opening whose greatest diam- 
eter is horizontal. On either side are fluted columns whose bases are 
draped in form of shields, upon which, in pear shaped inclosures, appears 
the figure of denomination, ‘1’. On an entablature, which rests upon the 
columns and extends across the top of the stamp, is the general device, 
‘Commemorative Series, 1901,’ and beneath it ‘United States of America.’ 
A trigonal panel fills the upper corners between the opening and the cap- 
itals of the columns. The legend follows the lower line of the ellipse 
and the words of denomination follow in a line below. The spaces on 
either side below the opening and above the words of denomination are 
filled with foliate scroll work. Colors, green and black.” 


“Two CenT.—The train of four cars is drawn by a four-driver locomo- 
tive. Four paralled tracks are shown. The vignette ground is oblong, the 
ends being rounded and the upper and lower sides projecting at the point 
of the greatest diameter of the end curves and where the two meet in a 
corner. This upper line is slightly arched, while the lower line is 
straight and horizontal. The upper line of the border rises in the middle 
to conform to the opening below, and the device appears following the 
border line, outside of it. The words, ‘United States of America’ appear 
in two lines of two words each in the space between the border line and 
the opening, or ground for the vignette. Leaning on the curved lines of 
each end of the opening is a winged female figure bearing a torch, and 
beneath this figure in each lower corner is the denominational numeral. 
The legend ‘Fast Express’ and the words of denomination are located as 
in the 1 cent stamp. This may be said of the rest of the series. Colors, 
red and black.” 


“Four CenT.—The automobile is of the closed-coach order, with two 
men on the box and a part of the United States Capitol at Washington 
as a background. An oblong opening is provided for the vignette. The 
corners of the space are broken, with an entering curve on the lower 
angles and clipped with re-entrant angles at the top; the upper line is 
also slightly arched. Immediately above this, on a panel, following the 
curvature of the opening, rounded at the right hand end and scrolled at 
the other, appear the words ‘Of America,’ while inffhediately above this, 
with an opposite curvature, are the words ‘United States.’ The device is 
given on the cornice ornament, the upper part of the border being an 
architectural cornice design. The figures ‘4’ are just outside the lower 
corners of the vignette opening, and room is made for theta by the enter- 
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ing curves which clip its lower corners. The legend ‘Automobile’ appears 
on a panel, but the words of denomination are on the open ground of the 
border. Colors, red brown and black.” 


“FivE CeENT.—This presents the largest single-span steel bridge in the 
world. Two trolley cars are seen upon it, and a view of Niagara Falls is 
shown under, beyond, and up the river, with the graceful springing arch 
as a frame. The opening for the illustration is much like that of the 
4-cent stamp, except that the upper corners are notched in at right an- 
gles, and the lower corners have two such entering angles, which connect 
with the lower straight horizontal line of the opening by a curve. The 
upper line of the opening describes-a higher curve than that of the 4-cent 
stamp, and the words ‘United States of America,’ in one line, follow this 
curve and are immediately above it. Above the words, in a straight line, 
is the device, thus leaving a space in the upper corners, which is filled 
with a trigonal panel. The sharp angular shields, bearing the figure of 
denomination are placed just outside the opening, midway of the ends, 
and upon fasces with battle-axes cutting outward. The legend is on a 
panel, while the words of denomination are on the general ground. Colors, 
blue and white.” 


“EicgHT CeNT.—The great ship-canal locks at Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., 
including the immediate surroundings, are given in a view from a higher 
point. The opening is an arch, cut at bottom just below the greatest hor- 
izontal diameter, while, though the ornamentation dims a part of the fig- 
ure, the entire border is of a shield-like design, its superior members be- 
ing quite distinct. Small shields pendant by a cord from the upper cor- 
ners bear the numeral ‘8’ on each side. Delicate crinkled ribbon orna- 
ments are seen at the top of the border to fill out the inward curve spaces 
of the shield. The legend at the bottom and words ef denomination are 
each upon separate panels. Colors, lilac and black.” 


“TEN CeNT.—An American Line steamship with two smokestacks and 
masts presents its starboard bow lapped by a rising wave. The general 
outline of the opening is that of an arch, connected with the base line 
by a reversed curve and right-angled notch. Immediately above the upper 
line and following the curve are the words ‘United States of America.’ 
Above this is a border line, the middle third of which swells upward, and 
on this is the device ‘Commemorative series, 1901,’ not in panel, but fol- 
lowing the upper line. On either side of the opening is a dolphin, head 
down, and outside this a trident pointing up and the middle prong pass- 
ing through the scroll end of a tablet. The legend is on a panel with 
rounded ends, and both it and the words of denomination at the bottom 
are in straight lines. Colors, light brown and black.” 

‘The One, Two, and Four cents of this issue have been found with frame 
inverted. The One and Two cent were straight errors and sold to the 
public, the Four cent was made by the order of a high official and is 
almost always found surcharged ‘Specimen.” 


LOUISIANA PURCHASE ISSUE. 


‘Issued foe ie International Exhibition at St. Louis to commemorate 
the “Louisiana Purchase.” 
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The purpose was to make the subjects of this series of stamps appro- 
priate. Thus Livingston, who was United States minister to France, con- 
ducted the negotiations for the Louisiana purchase; Thomas Jefferson, 
President of the United States at the time of the purchase; Monroe was 
special ambassador to France in the matter of the purchase, and with 
Livingston closed the negotiations; McKinley, as President, approved the 
acts of Congress officially connecting the Government with the commemo- 
rative exposition; and the 10 cent stamp shows the territory of the pur- 
chase itself. 


“ONE CENT.—On either side of Livingston’s portrait are fluted pillars 
supporting a plain arch; landscapes are on either side of the portrait, the 
one on the left representing the swamp country of the extreme south of 
the purchase, that on the right an immigrant wagon approaching the 
mountains in the extreme northwest; in the lower corners are shields 
surrounding the numeral ‘1’; a ribbon under the portrait bears the name 
and the years of birth and death of the subject; a panel along the base 
contains the words ‘Postage one cent.’ Color, green.” 


“Two CeNnT.—Over the portrait of Jefferson is a flat arch supported by 
fluted columns; the numeral! ‘2’ on either side is surrounded by an ellipse 
on end within laurel wreaths, and underneath the wreaths are ribbons 
showing years of birth and death of the subject; the name ‘Jefferson’ ap- 
pears in a scroll under the portrait; a panel at the base of the stamp 
bears the words ‘Postage two cents.’ Color, carmine.” 


“THREE CENT.—Below the portrait of Monroe is a ribbon showing his 
name, with years of birth and death. The portrait is partly surrounded 
by a wreath of laurel, on either side are ornamental shields exhibiting 
the numeral ‘3’; the portrait, wreath, and ribbon are within an ornamen- 
tal panel; the words ‘Postage three cents’ appear along the lower part of 
the stamp. Color, purple.” 


“Five Cent.—The face of the stamp is divided into three parts by Co- 
rinthian columns supporting a panel at the top, in which the words 
‘United States of America’ appear. The portrait of McKinley is within 
a circle in the center panel, with the numeral ‘5’ in an ornamental shield 
on either side. At the base of the panels are two palm branches separat- 
ing the panels from the wording ‘Postage five cents.’ Beneath the por- 
trait is a ribbon bearing the name and years of birth and death of the 
subject. Color, dark blue.” 


“TEN CENT.—The central figure is a map of the United States, showing 
the territory of the Louisiana purchase in dark tint, with the year of the 
purchase, 1803, obliquely crossing the face of the shaded portion; the 
border is composed of a column at either end, with ornamental shields 
at the base bearing the numeral ‘10°; panels along the top and bottom 
contain the lettering. Color, brown.” 


JAMESTOWN EXPOSITION ISSUE. 


In commemoration of the founding of Jamestown, the tercentenary of 
which was celebrated by an exposition in 1907 at Jamestown, Va. 

It was first contemplated to issue only two denominations, 1 cent and 
2 cent. A portrait of Capt. John Smith had been adopted for the subject 
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of the one cent stamp; for the 2 cent stamp a representation of the land- 
ing of the colonists at Jamestown in 1607. This left entirely out of con- 
sideration the figure of romantic interest in the early history of the Col- 
ony — that of Pocahontas. -Petitions were presented by certain historical . 
associations strongly urging that Pocahontas be honored with a place in 
the commemorative issue of postage stamps. Her portrait was therefore 
placed on a five cent stamp, since that denomination would be used by 
foreign visitors to.the Jamestown Exposition for their international cor- 
respondence and was really needed to complete the series. 


“The 1 cent contains, in a semicircular frame, the portrait of Capt. John 
Smith, taken from an old engraving. In the upper corners are medallions 
in relief. in oval frames, of Pocahontas and Powhatan; in the lower cor- 
ners, Shields with the numeral 1; upon a scroll surrounding the portrait 
and conforming to the semicircle is the legend ‘Founding of Jamestown, 
1607’; on the base ‘Captain John Smith,’ with the years of his birth and 
death, ‘1580-1631.’ In the semicircle above the head are the words ‘United 
States of America;’ across the extreme top and bottom, in white letters 
in green panels, are the words, ‘Commemorative series, 1907,’ and ‘Postage, 
one cent.’ Color, green.” 


“The 2 cent stamp contains a picture depicting the landing of the ad- 
venturers at Jamestown in 1607. On one side is a tobacco plant, and on 
the other a stalk of Indian corn. Underneath, on a seroll, are the words, 
‘Founding of Jamestown, 1607.2 In a curved panel over the picture, in 
white letters, are the words, ‘United States of America’; on the extreme 
top and bottom, in white letters on red background, ‘Commemorative 
series, 1907,’ and the words ‘Postage, two cents.’ In each lower corner is 
a shield with the numeral 2. Color, red.” - 


“The 5 cent stamp contains a portrait, in an oval frame, of Pocahontas. 
In a panel at the top, in white letters, are the words, ‘United States of 
America.’ At the bottom, in a panel, are the words, ‘Postage, five cents ;’ 
under the portrait, on a scroll, ‘Pocahontas,’ and the years of birth and 
death, ‘1592-1617.’ On either side of the portrait are shields, their bases 
resting on the lower panel, containing the numeral 5. Arising from be- 
hind these shields are scrolls with the words, ‘Founding of Jamestown. 
1607.’ In vertical panels on the right and left are the words, ‘Commem- 
orative series, 1907.’ Color, blue.” 


LINCOLN MEMORIAL STAMP. 


On January 22, 1909, Congress adopted a joint resolution reading: “Re- 
solved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled; That the Postmaster-General is hereby 
authorized to design and issue a special postage stamp, of the denomina- 
tion of two cents, in commemoration of the one-hundredth anniversary of 
the birth of Abraham Lincoln.” Under this resolution a postage stamp 
was prepared and issued to postmasters in time for sale to the public be- 
ginning on Lincoln’s birthday, February 12. 

“Size and shape, the same as of the regular issue of postage stamps} 
color red. The subject is a profile, within an ellipse on end, of the head 
of Lincoln from Saint-Gauden’s statue. A spray of laurel leaves appears 
on either side of the ellipse. Above the subject appears the words ‘U. S. 
Postage.’ Below, the ellipse is broken by a ribbon containing the dates of 
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Lincoln’s birth and of its one-hundredth anniversary (1809, Feb. 12, 1909), 
with the denomination in words (Two cents) beneath.” 


ALASKA-YUKON-PACIFIC STAMP. 


To commemorate the development of the Alaska-Yukon-Pacifiec territory, 
which was celebrated by an exposition at Seattle, Washington, in 1909. 

“Denomination Two cents; shape rectangular; color, red. At the top 
and bottom are panels containing, respectively, the words ‘U. S. Postage’ 
and “Two cents.’ In the center the larger part of a circle rests on the 
lower panel and incloses a ribbon bearing the words ‘Alaska-Yukon-Pacifice 
1909,’ and in the center of the circle appears a portrait of William H. 
Seward, who as Secretary of State conducted the negotiations for the pur- 
chase of Alaska from Russia. The name ‘William H. Seward’ appears 
under the portrait. On either side is an ellipse containing the Arabic 
numeral 2 with laurel branches on a background.” 


Hupson FULTON STAMP. 


The tercentenary of the discovery of the Hudson River and the centen- 
nial of its first navigation by steam, which was celebrated in 1909, have 
also been commemorated with a special postage stamp. Denomination. 
2 cents; shape, rectangular; color, red. 

“At the top appears the inscription ‘Hudson-Fulton Celebration,’ with 
the years 1609 and 1909 immediately thereunder on either side. Below 
this inscription in a curved line are the words ‘U. S. Postage.’ At the 
bottom on each side is a prominent Arabic numeral ‘2’ with the words 
‘Two Cents’ in a panel between the figures. In the center is engraved 
a picture showing the Palisades of the Hudson River in the background, 
with the Half Moon sailing up the river and the Clermont steaming in 
the opposite direction. In the foreground is an Indian in a canoe, and in 
the distance, just discernible, is a canoe containing four other Indians, the 
canoe representing the first means of navigating the river.” 


UNPERFORATED STAMPS. 


Certain types of vending and affixing machines cut the stamps apart 
instead of tearing them. Perforated stamps are not suited to such 
machines, and stamps are issued in full sheets or in coils without the 
perforations, among others so issued were the 2 cent Lincoln; 2 cent 
Alaska-Yukon-Pacifie; 2 cent Hudson Fulton. 


EXPERIMENTAL PAPER. 


The Bureau of Engraving and Printing experimented with a paper made 
of about 30 per cent rag stock, in the hope that it would show less shrink- 
age. The special paper was of a slightly bluish tinge, and among other 
stamps printed on this paper, were several thousands of the 2 cent Lincoln 
stamps.

ISSUE OF OCTOBER 12, 1892. 


To commemorate the 400th anniversary of the dis- 
covery of America.

OFFICIAL DECREE. 


“Buenos Ayres, Sept. 12, 1892. 


“In commemoration of the fourth centenary of the discovery of Amer- 
ica. 

“The Director General of Posts and Telegraphs of the Argentine Re- 
public 

“Decides : . 

“Art. 1.-The 12 October next there will be placed in circulation 
throughout the Republic a single type of postage stamp in two values 
destined to commemorate the fourth centenary of the discovery of Amer 
ica. 

“Art, 2. Correspondence which shall be deposited in post offices on 
that day, can be franked with the postage stamps noted in the previous 
article. ; 

“Art. 3. The postage stamps will have the values of two and five cen- 
tavos. They will represent the three caravels of Columbus’ fleet at the 
moment when land was sighted. Above will be inscribed the words: ‘Re- 
publica Argentina.’ On the left side the date ‘12 October 1492’ and at the 
right ‘12 October 1892’; below, at each side will be shown the value of the 
postage stamp. The printing will be done in blue ink of two different. 
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“Art. 5. A note will be sent to the very eminent artist Sr. Eduardo de 
Martino thanking him for the design which contributed to the making 
of the Columbian postage stamp.

The following extract, taken from a contemporary number of Le 
Timbre-poste,.shows vividly the result of this early issue of commemora- 
tive stamps, and is likewise the story of many a. succeeding issue. The 
moral is obvious, in regard to “limited issues,” but the lesson has seldom 
been taken heed of. 


“A STAMP JSSUE AT BUENOS AYRES. 


“On the occasion of ‘the fourth centenary of the discovery of America 
there was issued on the 12th October last two stamps which were in use 
only a single day. This issue produced at Buenos Ayres a wholly unex- 
pected result. Both dealers and collectors went wild over them. They 
were proposing to buy up large quantities of these stamps, when the post 
office, in order to prevent a corner, decided to sell not more than one 
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sheet of each value at most [to one purchaser]. They thought, with rea- 
son, that the 400,000 stamps printed were amply sufficient to satisfy all 
demands: they reckoned without the public. 

“From five o’clock in the morning = % * the central post office, 
where these stamps were to be sold and which does not open until eight 
o’clock, was besieged by thousands of people. At 7.30 the impatient 
crowd burst in one of the doors and streamed into the office. Indescrib- 
able scenes followed. The office chief therefore ordered the employees to 
open the 14 wickets and to begin at once the sale of each value by sheet 
of 50 stamps at most. But this is what happened: those -who succeeded 
in obtaining stamps at one wicket tried to get to another so as to get 
more, because of which they got all mixed up and raised a disturbance: 
it was really the most complete disorder. The police, powerless to keep 
back the crowd, had to call for assistance, which permitted them, not 
without a supreme effort, to clear the office and drive everyone out. 

“When order was reestablished in the office at least, the sale of stamps 
recommenced, but this time by ten copies of each value, and they used for 
the sale on this occasion the offices of insured and registered letters. At 
2.30 p. m. the sale ended; the stamps were sold out. 

“Half of the printing had been sent to the provinces; everywhere the 
public cleaned out all they could get hold of. 

“Knowing the character of those who composed the crowd, it is easy 
to understand that it was physically impossible to approach the office. 
I think that all the porters and servants of Buenos Ayres were sent there 
as a rendezvous. The head of a large firm confessed to me that he had 
sent more than 40 persons to buy stamps; I myself had followed this ex- 
ample by sending several servants to try to get several hundred of these 
jubilee stamps, and in spite of this I failed to get a single one. In the 
street the gamins who had succeeded in getting into the office, sold each 
stamp at 50 cents, 1 dollar, or even more. 


ISSUE OF OCTOBER 26th, 1902.

OFFICIAL DECREE. 


“Tt having been resolved that the opening of the new port of Rosario 
de Santa Fe should take place on October 26th and that this occurrence 
should be celebrated by the national and provincial authorities with vari- 
ous festivities, and as it is suitable and in accord with the wishes of the 
Postmaster General to have a special stamp printed for the occasion, the 
President of the Republic decrees and authorizes the issue of a special 
stamp on October 26th only.” 

The second city in Argentina is Rosario, with about two hundred thou- 
sand inhabitants. Large port works have been constructed so that the 
docks have accommodations for a large number of vessels and as a com- 
mercial center Rosario is of great importance. 
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ISSUE OF 1910. 


To commemorate the Centenary of the Argentine Republic. . 

On the 25th of May, 1810, an armed assembly met on the plaza in front 
of the government palace under the leadership of Belgrano, Moreno, Cas- 
telli and others. The colors of blue and white adopted by the revolution- 
ists Were seen everywhere. A provisional junta was formed to supersede 
the authority of the Spanish Viceroy, who had been deposed. The leading 
member of the junta was Mariano Moreno, the secretary. San Martin was 
an essential factor in this war for independence; his life is one of the ro- 
mances of South America. 


OFFICIAL DECREE. 
Buenos Ayres, July 1, 1909. 

“In view of the letter of the Director General of Posts and Telegraphs 
of the Argentine Republic, soliciting authority to issue a special series 
of stamps representing historic events, to commemorate the Centenary of 
National Independence, and considering that the postage stamps in the 
form indicated, besides contributing toward realizing the expressed wish 
above, will also serve to make known Argentina abroad ***** The Presi- 
dent of the Republic in agreement with his Ministers 


Decrees 


“Art. .1. The Director General of Posts and Telegraphs is authorized 
to contract with the South American Bank Note Company for the man- 
ufacture of postage stamps engraved and impressed on steel, and whose 
vignettes will represent national historic events. 

“Art. 2. The expense which the execution of this contract demands 
will be covered by the sale of the stamps, which will be placed in circula- 
tion the first week of the month of May, 1910, to last until December 31, 
1910; during this time the regular series will be excluded from circulation. 

“Art 3. This decree is to be published in the ‘Official Register’ and ar- 
chived.

CUECENTENAR United States and finally president. Sarmiento 
owes his prominence mainly to the educational system he introduced into 
Argentina, modeled closely on that of the United States. One of the books 
be wrote was a biography in Spanish of Abraham Lincoln, whom he great- 
ly admired. Sarmiento died at Asuncion, Paraguay, September 11th, 1888. 
On one of the reliefs of his tomb in Buenos Ayres he is represented as a 
school teacher with the children of the Republic around him.

Commemorative of the 60th year of the reign of Francis Joseph I. 

Elected Emperor 1711, crowned 
at Frankfort, December 22nd. Died October 20th, 1740.

1717, married in 1736, Francis, Duke of Lorraine. She succeeded her 
father in 1740 in accordance with the act known as the Pragmatic Sanc- 
tion. Her title was disputed by a number of European princes, and being 
threatened by France, Prussia and Bavaria, she was in danger of losing 
all her possessions, but was saved by the chivalrous fidelity of the Hunga- 
rians; and the War of the Austrian Succession after lasting more than 
seven years, terminated in her favor by Peace of Aix-la-Chapelle, 1748. 
On the death of her husband, the Emperor Francis I, 1765, she associated 
her son Joseph with herself in the government of her hereditary states. 
She died November 29, 1780. Her forty years reign is considered the most 
glorious period in the history of Austria.

20h., brown. Ferdinand I, 1835-1848, eldest son of Francis II and The- 
resa of Naples. The Emperor Ferdinand abdicated December 2, 1848, re- 
signing his crown to his nephew Francis Joseph. 

25h., blue. Portrait of Francis Joseph I, succeeded 1848, son of Arch- 
duke Francis Charles and Princess Sophia of Bavaria. 

30h., olive. Portrait of Francis Joseph in 1848. 

35h., slate blue. Portrait of Francis Joseph in 1878. 
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50h.,deep olive. Francis Joseph in uniform. 
60h., deep carmine. Francis Joseph on horseback. 
1k., purple. Francis Joseph in uniform of the Golden Fleece.

Francis Joseph I. Emperor of Austria, king of Bohemia, and apostolic 
king of Hungary, was the eldest son of the archduke Francis Charles, 
second son of the reigning emperor Francis I., being born on the 18th. 
of August, 1830. His mother, the Archduchess Sophia, was daughter of 
Maximilian I., king of Bavaria. 

The issue of stamps is very interesting in that they recall the last 
epochs of the history of Austria, and show portraits of the immediate 
predecessors of the Emperor Francis Joseph I. The 30 heller stamp 
shows his Majesty at the time of his accession in 1848 when he was 18 
years old.

“The stamps are lengthened above and below by a band about 4mm. 
broad, in the center of the upper band is added the date 1830, in the 
center of the lower band the date 1910, the space to the right and left 
of the dates being filled in with various ornaments. 

“The issue will take place on August 18th. 1910, and will be on sale 
on this and following days until the exhaustion of the issue, which will 
be of restricted numbers. The 5, 10 and 25 heller stamps will be on sale 
at face value in all postoffices, the 1, 2, 3, 6, 12, 30, 35, 50, and 60 heller 
and 1 krone stamps in all treasury offices, and the 2, 5, and 10 kronen 
stamps in the chief post offices in capital towns. 

The stamps may be used until December 31st. 1910, concurrently with 
the stamps of the current issue.”

In Jacques Cartier Square, Montreal, Canada, is a monument to Nelson 
erected in 1808, notwithstanding the above inscription. 

Horatio Nelson, the most illustrious of English admirals, was born in 
1758. He entered the navy while a boy, and before attaining his ma- 
jority had earned for himself the rank of post-captain. At the storming 
of Calvi, where he led the attack, he lost his right eye. He next blockaded 
Cadiz ; then sailed to Teneriffe, and in carrying the Spanish batteries 
there, lost his right arm. By this period, Nelson had fought in 120 
actions at sea. 
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In 1798, he was given the Mediterranean command, and, on August 1, 
destroyed the French fleet in the bay of Aboukir. This victory—the 
Battle of the Nile—gave to Nelson the honors of the peerage. On Oct. 
21, 1805, he annihiliated-the French fleet in the Bay of Trafalgar. At 
this battle, Nelson was shot. After lingering for several hours, he 
passed away. 


IssuE or AucustT 1906 
To commemorate the Tercentenary of Barbados.

In the center is a view of the “Olive Blossom” 
under full sail seen through an opening framed by 
the bearded trees from which the island takes its 
name.

Barbados, styled “Little England”, was first discovered by the Portu- 
gese who named it “Los Barbudos” from the number of bearded trees 
which they found on it. In 1605 it was taken possession of by the crew 
of the English ship Olive Blossom in the name of King James I., by 
erecting a cross on the spot where James Town was afterwards built, 
and by cutting upon the bark of a tree the words “James K. of E. and 
of this island.” 


BAVARIA 


ISSUE OF MARCH, 1911. 
To commemorate the Ninetieth Birthday of the Regent. 


Prince Luitpold, Regent and Heir Presumptive, born March 12th, 
1821, uncle of the late and present Kings. He is regarded with great 
affection by the people of Bavaria and his birthday was celebrated in a 
royal manner. He has always been an ardent sportsman, and lover of 
outdoor life. King George V of England conferred a birthday honor on 
the Prince by appointing him Knight of the Garter, the most exclusive 
Order of Knighthood in the world. 
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There are two types in three different sizes. The portraits are finely 
drawn and are by a celebrated German artist. On the higher values the 
portrait has a huntsman’s cap. 

The lines are so fine on the plates that they wear out very quickly. 
It is stated that only a few thousand impressions can be taken from a 
plate before it becomes absolutely useless.

Article 2. The values and colors of the stamps will be as follows: 
5 centimes, green on rose. 10 centimes, blue on rose. 25 centimes, car- 
mine on blue. 

Article 3: The above mentioned stamps shall be sold, and may be 
used, the same as the ordinary postage stamps, during the time they 
are available; they shall cease to be available after December 31, 1894. 

Article 4. These stamps will be issued on the day the Exposition 
opens.

He 
is said to have cut off the head of the Giant Antigonus, who built a castle 
near the river and exacted a toll from all vessels entering the river 
Schelde, under penalty of cutting off the hands of the skipper, a myth 
equally suggested by a false etymology of Antwerp from Hand Werpen 
(Hand throwing). The Hand of Antwerp forms part of the city arms. 
It is however, the ordinary Hand of Authority (Main de Justice). Such 
a hand, as an emblem of authority, was erected over the gate of many 
medizval Teutonic cities.

Bermuda celebrated the Tercentenary of the Col- 
ony’s Establishment by a new issue of stamps, 
which will have to be called commemorative as the 
following letter from the Royal Gazette of Bermu- 
da will show. 


To the cee of State for the Colonies 


1st December, 1909. 
My Lord, 

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your despatch No. 
42, of the 12th September, and to inform you that in view of the Post- 
master-General’s opinion the proposal to issue special stamps of tempo- 
rary validity and to a limited value in commemoration of the landing of 
Sir George Somers‘in Bermuda, has been abandoned. 

1. Having regard, however, to the character of the design now in 
use, which is not only inartistic, but singularly inappropriate, there is a 
general feeling that a permanent change is desirable. 

2. A suggestion made by the Colonial Secretary that this design be 
superseded by that of a ship of the XVII Century in full sail 
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flying the cross of St. George was unanimously approved by the 
Tercentenary Executive Committee and with the advice of my Executive 
Council I have approved of its adoption, after considering the specimens 
submitted by the Crown Agents for the colonies I have requested the 
Crown Agents to forward a specimen of the selected design to your Lord- 
ship, and its superiority in every way to that now current will be evident. 
3. The representation of a ship is not an innovation, but a revival 
of the design appearing on the reverse of the local copper coinage known 
as “Hog Money,” and on other coinage which was current up to the end 
of the XVIII Century. A ship of the period was incorporated in. the 
Arms granted to the Bermuda Company in 1619 in the Company’s Seal, 
which was in use for the first 65 years of the Colony’s existence. Cer- 
tainly in the latter case, and probably in the former also, the ship was 
intended to commemorate the “Sea Venture” in which Sir George Somers 
was cast away near St. George’s in 1609. The adoption of this emblem 
for the permanent stamp issue of the Colony will therefore be peculiarly 
appropriate on the tercentenary of Bermuda’s discovery by its future 

colonists, and I trust that your Lordship has no objection.

Lawrence river and established friendly relations with the native chiefs. 
On his second expedition Champlain fixed on the site of Quebec, and 
founded the first white settlement there in July, 1608, giving it its present 
name. Champlain died on the 25th of December, 1635. 

The 2 cent stamp presents portraits of King Edward and Queen Alex- 
andra. Color of stamp carmine. 


The 5 cent stamp shows Champlain’s house in Quebec. It was com- 
posed of three main houses of two stories, each measuring fifteen by 
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eighteen feet. All around the buildings a gallery six feet wide served as 
a promenade. A ditch, fifteen feet wide and six feet deep, served to pro- 
tect the Colonists from the savages. Champlain had several breastworks 
thrown up outside the.ditch where he placed his cannon. Color of stamp 
dark blue. 

The 7 cent stamp shows portraits of Montcalm and Wolfe. Louis 
Joseph Montcalm, a French soldier, was born at Condiac near Nimes on 
the 28th of February, 1712. In 1749 he was sent to command the French 
troops in Canada. In the third year of his command, having been mean- 
while promoted lieutenant-general, he defended Quebec against General 
Wolfe. The celebrated seige ended with the battle of the Heights of 
Abraham (Sept 13. 1759), in which Wolfe was killed and Montcalm mor- 
tally wounded. 

James Wolfe, a British general, the hero of Quebec, was born at Wes- 
terham, in Kent, on the 2nd of January, 1727. He was in command of the 
famous expedition against Quebec, with the local rank of Major General. 
Wolfe crowned his work by the decisive victory on the Plains of Abra- 
ham (13th September, 1759), by which the French permanently lost Que- 
bee. On the battleground a tall column bears the words “Here died Wolfe 
victorious on the 13th of September 1759”. In the Governor’s garden in 
Quebec there is also a monument to the memory of Wolfe and his gallant 
opponent Montcalm, who survived him only a few hours, with the words 
“Wolfe and Montcalm,” and the neat epigrammatical Latin inscription 
“Mortem Virtus Communem—Famam Historia—Monumentum Posteritas 
—Dedit.” Color of stamp, olive green.

The 10 cent stamp gives a view of Quebec in 1700, copied from Bacque- 
ville de la Pothérie’s “Histoire de la Nouvelle France.” It is a quaint pic- 
ture of the old city, showing steeples here and there, the fort on the river 
front, and in faint lines the Laurentide Mountains in the background. 
Color of stamp dark violet. 

The 15 cent stamp represents Champlain’s departure for the West. 
The picture shows the great explorer ready to embark, bidding good-bye 
to a few friends. In Champlain’s narrative of his third voyage to Canada 
he states: “With our canoes laden with provisions, our arms and some 
merchandise to be given as presents to the Indians, I started on Monday, 
May 27th.” The legend underneath the picture reads as follows: “Parte- 
ment Pour L’ouest.” The word “partement,” now obsolete, is the one used 
by Champlain for the modern one, “départ.” Another word of old France 
is used in connection with a view of the first house in Quebec, Champlain’s 
habitation, which is called in his narrative “l’abitation de Québecq.”’ Color 
of stamp, red orange. 

The 20 cent stamp portrays the arrival of Cartier at Stadaconé, the 
future Quebec. Cartier on his first voyage reached Newfoundland, but the 
advanced season obliged him to return to France. King Francis I there- 
fore ordered him, as a “royal pilot,” to arm three vessels for a second 
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voyage. They sailed from St. Malo, on May 19th, 1535. The fleet con- 
sisted of the Grande-Hermine of 120 tons, the Petit-Hermine of 80 tons, 
and the Hémerillon, of 40 tons. The vessels are shown on the stamp. 
On the 14th September Cartier arrived at an Indian village, Stadaconé, 
called also by the natives Canada (or the town), the residence of the chief 
Donnacona. This village was built on the bay which the river St. Charles 
forms where it flows into the St. Lawrence. The site of this village is 
now the south-eastern section of Quebec. 


CHILE 


ISSUE OF 1910. 


Chile has ended the cycle of commemorative issues of the year 1910, 
chosen by the South American Republics as an approximate date of the 
centenary of their independence. 

The history of the events which followed one another in this country 
—and of which the two principal heroes were, not Americans, but an 
Irishman and an Englishman—is as interesting as it is littl known. The 
magnificent series of 15 stamps, issued on this occasion, furnish us all the 
elements of a detailed story. 

The first act —or rather prologue — of the uprising of the Chileans 
against the Spanish authority, took place at Santiago, Sept. 18, 1810. 

ile. green and black. Taking the Oath of Independence. The Spanish 
Governor Carrasco had the idea, in order to turn the revolutionary move- 
ment, of convoking a Congress. The assembly at first elected Carrasco 
for its president; then preferred charges against him and ended by de- 
posing him from his position as Governor. A provisional government 
was then instituted by the Junta on Sept. 18, 1810, which is regarded as 
the date of Chilean independence. 

2c. lake and black. Battle of Chacabuco. Buenos Ayres saw that to 
Maintain her own independence in security, Chile and Peru must be free. 
The army formed by the government of Buenos Ayres, took the name of 
“Liberating Army of the Andes.” The General-in-Chief San Martin, had 
under his orders O’Higgins and Soler. On January 17, 1817, the army 
prepared to cross the summits of the Cordilleras, at a height of more than 
13,000 feet above sea-level. The Spanish army encountered the Independ- 
ents at Chacabuco, a mountain difficult of access, which dominates the 
plain of Santa Rosa, and by which passes the road leading to Santiago. 
At break of day on February 12, San Martin disposed his army in two 
columns. On their side, the Spaniards, in battle array, had the heights 
of Chacabuco occupied by a detachment of infantry. The route followed 


by O’Higgins being the shortest and easiest, this general arrived first in — 


front of the royalists. He immediately ordered Lt.-Col. Cramer, command- 
ing a battalion, to dislodge the enemy from the heights he occupied and 


this movement was successfully carried out. The troops of O'Higgins re-. 


mained alone to fight the Spanish army, Gen. Soler not having yet arrived. 
O’Higgins, undaunted by the disproportion in the numbers of the com- 
batants, had a frontal, attack made by Lt.-Col. Cramer at the head of his 
battalion. The Spaniards, surprised at such a bold movement, opposed 
only a feeble resistance, and recoiled before the Independents. The roy- 
alist cavalry, seeing the infantry give way, followed the retrograde move- 
ment and allowed the Buenos Ayres cavalry to penetrate the ranks of 
the fugitives. At this moment the division of Gen. Soler appeared upon 
the field of battle and finished the rout of the enemy’s army. The Span- 
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ish had lost about 1500 men, of whom 700 were killed and 800 taken pris- 
oners. On the side of the conquerors the losses were insignificant. 

Such was the victory of Chacabuco, which caused Chile once more to 
pass into the power of the Independents. All the honors of the day fell 
to O’Higgins and the brave Cramer, a French officer who had already 
rendered great services in the cause of liberty. 

3c. red brown and black. Battle of Roble. At a place called Roble, 
on the banks of the Itata River, the royalist troops surprised Carrera, 
whose army at this time was greatly diminished. O’Higgins, however, 
succeeded in rallying the troops and in turning what was nearly a rout 
into a victory. 

5c. deep blue and black. Battle of Maipo. A new royalist army had 
been formed, and in April, 1818, the Spanish General Osorio crossed the 
river Maipo at the Longuen ford. San Martin marched to meet him and 
stopped on the border of the Canals of Espejo. The Spaniards resisted 
with success the first engagement, but San Martin then brought up the 
reserves, which were commanded by Col. Quintana, and all the Spanish 
positions were carried at the point of the bayonet. The royalists made 
their retreat in good order until they entered the streets of Espejo; here 
a terrible battle was fought which lasted more than an hour. Osorio, 
followed by 200 cavaliers, succeeded in saving himself, but the other roy- 
alist chiefs fell into San Martin’s hand. 2000 Spaniards were killed and 
3000 were made prisoners. The artillery, the flags, the military chest, 
baggage and the munitions became the prize of the Independents. 

Chile, the theatre of so many bloody actions, has never yet seen a more 
memorable or decisive battle than that of Maipo; thenceforth the inde- 
pendence of the country was assured. 

10e. gray brown and black. Combat between the Frigates Lautaro 
and Esmeralda. After the battle of Maipo, Chile had recognized the neces- 
sity of acquiring a fleet, without which it was not possible for her to 
achieve the expulsion of the Spaniards. The government charged a colonel 
of artillery, Manuel Blanco Encalada, with the mission, he having had 
some experience as he had taken part, while in the Spanish marine, in 
1808, in the naval combat of Cadiz, where he had been raised to the grade 
of ensign. | 

Encalada set to work immediately, and created the “Escuadra Liber- 
tadora” (liberating squadron) which was composed of six vessels. The 
first engagement took place on April 27, 1818, between the Lautaro, and 
the Spanish frigate Esmeralda, which was blockading the port of Valpa- 
raiso. As a result of this combat the Spanish frigate had to withdraw 
to Callao. 

12ce. vermilion and black. Capture of the Maria Isabel. The Spanish 
frigate Maria Isabel, put into the harbor of Concepcion. On the 28th of 
October, 1818, the San Martin (Flagship of Commodore Encalada) ran 
alongside the Maria isabel and gave her a broadside. The Spaniards 
aboard sought safety in flight and abandoned the ship to its fate. The 
frigate went aground, but was floated and taken out of the port by the 
captors. The Maria Isabel was taken to Valparaiso and re-christened the 
O’ Higgins. 

15c. slate and black. First Sortie of the Liberating Squadron. A tab- 
let from the O’Higgins monument, representing Gen. O’Higgins pointing 
out the vessels to his companion, when, from the heights above the harbor, 
he sees the patriot liberating naval squadron setting out to sea in search 
of the Royalist navy. 

20c, red orange and black. Abdication of O'Higgins. Gen. Freyre, 
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who had espoused the cause of the friends of Carrera, rebelled against 
the authority of the supreme director, whom he wished to overthrow and 
put himself in his place. On January 23, 1823, the malcontents held an 
assembly at Santiago. The result of this conference was that director 
O’Higgins should be deposed. Two deputies were sent him to ask that 
he deliver his powers into their hands. O’Higgins declared himself ready 
to turn his authority over to a junta on certain conditions; these having 
been accepted, a new junta was formed. O’Higgins, faithful to his word, 
resigned and started for Valparaiso. His intention was to embark for 
England, whence he should return to Ireland, the home of his ancestors. 
But Gen. Freyre had him arrested and sent to prison. However, the 
people had not ceased to esteem O’Higgins, and demanded the liberation 
of the ex-director. 

25¢e. ultramarine and black. First Chilean Congress. In April, 1811, 
the first blood was shed in the cause of Chilean independence. On the 
day appointed for -the election of members to the National Congress, the 
Spanish rulers attempted to overawe the leaders. A battalion of royal 
troops, which had been drawn up in the great square of Santiago, was 
attacked by the patriots, and routed after a considerable loss of life on 
both sides. The Congress was then able to organize, and in the month of 
June following definitely constituted itself a Legislative Assembly. 

30c. violet and black. O’Higgins Monument. Bernardo O’Higgins, 
(son of the Irishman Ambrosio O’Higgins, a former Governor of Chile) 
rallied to the cause of Carrera, and won distinction in several battles. 
' After the victory of Chacabuco, an elective government was formed and 
O’Higgins was named supreme director of it. After his abdication and 
release from prison, he abandoned his first project of returning to Ire- 
land, and returned to Lima, where he died October 24, 1842. 

50c. olive green and black. Carrera Monument. In 1811, the National 
Congress which was now convened, appointed as General-in-Chief of the 
army about to be formed, Jose Miguel Carrera, who had already been a 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the Spanish service. With his two brothers, also 
officers in the army, they forced Congress to depose the Junta and replace 
it by a Commission of which he decreed himself president. He finally 
was imprisoned with his two brothers, and O’Higgins called to the com- 
mand of the army. Carrera after being a refugee in the United States, re- 
turned to Chile, and learning that his brothers had been executed by order 
of San Martin, he with a small band of 500 men carried on a guerilla war- 
fare against the Generals of the Independents for three years. Conquered 
at last, August 31, 1821, at Punta del Medano, Carrera was taken with his 
officers to Mendoza. All of them were shot September 4, 1821. 

1 peso, yellow orange and black. San Martin Monument. Jose de San 
Martin, South American soldier and statesman, was born at Yapeyu on 
the Uruguay river on the 25th of February, 1778. His father was a cap- 
tain in the Spanish Army, and young San Martin was taken to Madrid 
and educated for a military career. He served in the Moorish wars and 
in the struggle against Napoleon, and his distinguished conduct of the 
Battle of Baylen won him the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. In 1812 he 
offered his services to the government of Buenos Ayres in the struggle 
for the independence of Argentina. 

Upper Peru and Chile alone in South America remained in the power 
of the Spaniards. The Government of Buenos Ayres thought that the in- 
terests of the independent provinces and its own in particular necessitated 
the absolute expulsion of the Spaniards from South American soil and 
decided to form an army corps to deliver Chile. 
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Carrera being a refugee in the United States, O'Higgins, who was at 
Mendoza, seemed to be the one to receive the chief command of the expedi- 
tion, but the Government of Buenos Ayres preferred to confide it to Gen. 
San Martin. Assisted by O’Higgins, they won the battles of Chacabuco in 
1817 and Maipo in 1818. In July, 1821 San Martin entered the City of 
Lima and proclaimed the independence of Peru, and assumed the reins of 
government with the title of Protector, resigning September 20th, 1822. 
He died in Boulogue on August 17th, 1850. San Martin did more than any 
man for the cause of Independence in Argentina. Chile and Pern. 

2 pesos, red and black. General Blanco. Manuel Blanco Encalada, 
Chilean soldier and statesman; born at Buenos Ayres, Argentina, 1790; 
died at Santiago, Chile, September 5, 1876. He studied at Madrid, and in 
the Naval Academy at Leon, and after deserting from the Spanish ranks 
joined the Chilean revolutionary forces and served with distinction both 
in the artillery and in the navy. He became rear-admiral in 1819 and 
major-general of infantry in 1820. After having taken part in the opera- 
tions of the Chilean fleet up to 1826, he was named President of the Re- 
public. He was also governor of Valparaiso in 1847-52, and Minister 
Plenipotentiary to France 1853-58. 


5 pesos, yellow green and black. General Zenteno. Jose Ignacio Zente- 
no had been San Martin’s secretary at Mendoza. Following that he be- 
came governor of Valparaiso in 1821; in 1831 inspector general of the 
army. He died in 1847. 


10 pesos, dark violet and black. . Admiral Cochrane. 


Thomas Cochrane, 10th Earl of Dundonald, British Naval officer, born 
at Annsfield, Scotland in 1775, died at Kensington, England in 1860. He 
entered Parliament in 1806. In 1814 he was accused of conspiring to 
circulate a false report of Napoleon’s death for speculative ends, and 
though he protested his innocence he was imprisoned for a year, fined, 
and was expelled from the navy and the House of Commons. In 1818 he 
accepted an offer to organize the navy of Chile and performed many 
valorous exploits during the contest with Spain. He left the navy of 
the Chileans and was commander of the Brazilian navy from 1823 to 1825, 
when he resigned. In 1827-8 he commanded the Greek army. In 1832 he 
was cleared of the charges brought against him in 1814 and restored to 
the Order of the Bath and to the English Navy. He was appointed Vice- 
Admiral 1841; Admiral in 1851; and Rear-Admiral of the United Kingdom 


in 1854. 
CHINA 


ISSUE OF 1894 
To COMMEMORATE THE SIXTIETH BIRTHDAY OF THE DOWAGER EMPRESS. 
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One candarin, color red. In the center is an ornamental character 
emblematic of “longevity.” Surrounding this character are the figures 
of five bats, which are symbolical of the wu fu or “five blessings” — the 
chief desire of all Chinamen, who enumerate them as: long life, riches, 
health, love of virtue an@a peaceful end. 

At the top of the stamp the flower and foliage represent the mou-tan, 
the giant or tree peony, emblem of illustriousness. At the bottom is the 
ling-chih-hua, a plant emblematic of lon® life. The central circle is in- 
scribed in Chinese characters ‘‘Chinese Postal Service.” The value is in 
circles in the corners. 

Two candarins, color light green. In the center is the dragon, above 
which are “hydrangea leaves and fruit of the passiflora, a favorite em- 
blem on auspicious occasions;” At the bottom is the word “China.” Down 
the right and left sides are “Chinese Empire” and “Postal Bureau,’ in 
Chinese characters. The values in squares in the corners. 

Three candarins, color orange yellow. The _eenter design is the 
dragon, above which is the p’an tao or dwarf peach tree, an emblem of 
longevity, as it is said the tree bears fruit for 3000 years. -Inscriptions 
as on previous stamp. In the corners surrounding the figures and char- 
acters of value is a set of eight short lines, some whole, some broken. 
These are the “eight diagrams,” or pa kuda, a series of trigrams used by 
Chinese philosophers and geomancers. 


Four candarins, color rose; design and inscriptions similar to the 2 


candarins; above the dragon is the giant peony. 

Five candarins, color yellow orange. In the centre is a carp, this fish 
being styled “the messenger fish.” At the top of the stamp is the ling- 
chih-hua, emblematic of long life, and at the bottom the Chinese immor- 
telle. 

Six candarins, color brown; designs and inscription similar to the 3 
eandarins, with the wan nien ching or Chinese immortelle at top of 


stamp. 


Nine candarins, color gray green, The design shows two rampant 
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dragons, and repeats the center design of the 1 candarin. In curve 


above “Chinese Postal Service” in Chinese characters. 

Twelve candarins, color orange.. The design shows two rampant 
dragons. The center contains the four characters Ta ching yu cheng, or 
“Chinese Postal Service.” It is made to represent a seal. Above the seal 
is the giant peony. 

Twenty-four candarins, color carmine. The center design shows a 
Canton junk. ‘The inscriptions at the sides are the same as on the 2 
candarin stamp, while in the upper right corner are the characters for 
“2 mace” and’in the upper left, characters representing “4 candarins,” 
which as the mace equals ten candarins, gives us the value of 24 candarins. 
At the top is the dwarf peach tree.

The center design represents the “Temple of Heaven.” ‘The border 
shows the imperial dragon on both the left and right, and is printed in 


orange, the imperial color. Among the interesting sights of Peking are — 


the places where the Emperors worshipped, and of these the most beauti- 
ful in architecture and grandest in conception is the Temple of Heaven. 
The grounds where the temple is located consist of six hundred and forty 
acres. A part of the grounds is covered with cedars, many of them over 
five hundred years old. There are two altars in the temple, a quarter of 
a mile apart, the covered and the open altar. The latter is a triple circu- 


lar marble terrace, 210 feet wide at the base, 150 feet in the middle, and ~ 


ninety feet at the top, ascended at the points of the compass by three 
flights of nine steps each. The covered altar is said to be the most beau- 
tiful piece of architecture in China. It is smaller than the open altar, 
but has erected upon it, a lofty, circular triple-roofed temple ninety-nine 
feet in height, roofed with blue tiles, the eaves painted in bright colors. 
The ceiling is covered with gilded dragons in high relief, and the whole 
is supported by large pillars.

Issuer or 1910. 
To COMMEMORATE THE CENTENARY OF INDEPENDENCE. 

New Granada was discovered by Columbus, 1498. Different govern- 
ments having been established throughout the country, a viceroyalty 
was at length formed in 1732, of what is now the republics of Ecuador and 
Colombia. In 1810, the Spanish authority was thrown off, and an inces- 
sant war against that power maintained until 1824, when the Spaniards 
were finally vanquished. Bolivar, the most distinguished leader of the 
Spanish-American revolution, in 1818 proposed the union of Venezuela 
with New Granada; and when the Congress of Angostura met in 1819, the 
law was enacted which established the republic of Colombia. This union 
was never cordial, and lasted only ten years. In November, 1829, Ven- 
ezuela seceded from it; and in May, 1830, Ecuador also withdrew. No- 
vember 21, 1831 the central part of Colombia constituted itself the Re- 
public of New Granada; later it was called the United States of Co- 
lombia, and is now known as the Republic of Colombia. 
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Yc. violet and 
Congress of 1811, as president, 
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ile. deep green. Policarpa Salavarrieta, a heroine of the war of inde- 
pendence, Her lover, as a carrier of dispatches for the independents, 
was captured and held as a spy. She claimed that she alone was to blame 
and was also arrested. Both were executed. 

2c. scarlet. Antonio Narino, born at Santa Fe de Bogota, 1769, died 
1822. He early formed the project of delivering his country from Spanish 
rule; but his designs being discovered he was arrested and sent to Spain, 
whence he escaped to Paris, and then to London in 1796. Returning to 
his native land after various adventures, he became, in 1810, Secretary 
of the Congress which proclaimed the independence of New Granada. In 
1812 he was President of Venezuela, and placed by the people and the 
army in supreme power. The Congress repudiated his elevation; a civil 
war ensued, and after various fortunes he was defeated, and finally sent 
to Cadiz, where he died in prison. 
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5c. deep blue. Simon Bolivar, the “Liberator” of South America from 
Spanish rule, was born in Caracas, 1783, died 1830. He waged war against 
the Spaniards in 1810, and completed the emancipation of Central and 
South America in 1823. He was President of Colombia twice, and Dicta- 
tor of Peru, voluntarily relinquishing power. 

10c. plum. Francisco Jose Caldas, born in New Granada, about 1770; 
died 1816. A Spanish naturalist and astronomer, who attained his scien- 
tific knowledge without masters or books. In 1805, Caldas was made 
director of the observatory at Santa Fe de Bogota; but becoming soon 
after engaged in the cause of independence, he was taken and put to 
death. 
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20c. black brown. Francisco Santander, born at Rosario de Cucuta 
1792, died 1840. He distinguished himself in the war for independence, 
rising to the rank of general of division. He was vice-president of the 
Republic of Colombia in 1821-28, but was exiled in the latter year for 


alleged complicity in a plot to assassinate Bolivar. After the breakup 
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of the republic in 1831, Santander was elected president of New Granada 
and served four years, from 1832 to 1836. 

1 peso, dark violet. Narino demands the abolition of slavery. “I de- 
mand the guaranty of the absolute freedom of the slaves.” 

10 pesos, claret. Narino resigns as president. ‘Exchange for me, Sir, 
all my titles for that of good citizen.”

3ch. color orange. Emperor, Li Hsi (King 1864, 
proclaimed himself Emperor, 1897.) The ancient 
name of the kingdom was Chosen, which by Impe- 
rial edict in 1897 was changed to Dai Han.

To COMMEMORATE THE ADMINISTRATION UNDER THE HIGH COMMISSIONERS. 
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Crete (or Candia) is an island in the Mediterranean which formed part 
of the early and later Roman Empire. In 1669 it was captured by the 
Turks, under whose rule it has been almost perpetually in revolt, there 
having been seven insurrections of note from 1821 to 1896. A blockade 
was instituted by the Powers in 1897, and in November, 1898, vigorous 
action was taken by Great Britain, Italy, France, and Russia, who became 
responsible for the government of the island, and appointed on November 
26, 1898, H. R. H. Prince George of Greece as High Commissioner for 3 
years.

ISSUE OF 1899-1900 
To COMMEMORATE THE ERECTION OF A MAUSOLEUM FOR COLUMBUS AT 
SANTO DOMINGO. 

In September, 1898, the Spanish authorities removed from the Cathedral 
at Havana to a mausoleum in Seville, Spain, what they claimed were the 
remains of Columbus, but the inhabitants of Santo Domingo claim that all 
the Spaniards got were the ashes of Columbus’ son, Diego. Seven years 
after Columbus died his remains were removed to the monastery of Las 
Cuevas in Seville. In his will he requested that he be buried in Santo 
Domingo, and in 1537 his body, and that of his son, Diego, were brought 
across the Atlantic to Santo Domingo, which was then the most impor- 
tant Spanish settlement in the New World. A few years later a third 
grave was made in the Cathedral for Columbus’ grandson, Luis. Up to 
this point the facts of the case are undisputed. In 1665, when Santo Do- 
mingo was threatened by a British fleet, the Archbishop commanded that 
the vaults in which the three bodies lay should be covered deep to hide 
them from any invading force. 

In 1795, by the treaty of Basle, Spain ceded to France her claim to — 
sovereignty over the island of Hayti, which included Santo Domingo, but — 
reserved the right to take the bones of Columbus to Havana, and the ~ 
transfer was made at the end of that year. But in disinterring the body ~ 
the Spanish commissioners found no external mark to identify the re- — 
mains as those of Columbus and apparently accepted the statement of — 
the cathedral authorities. They took the casket and laid it in the old © 
cathedral at Havana. But the people of Santo Domingo asserted that the © 
ecclesiastics, being unwilling to part with the bones of Columbus, pur- — 
posely misled the Spaniards and that they removed the body of Diego ~ 
Columbus. 5 

In 1877, during some repairs to the Santo Domingo Cathedral, the case © 
containing the bones of Luis Columbus was found and identified; also © 
the empty grave from which the Spaniards had taken the casket which ~ 
they carried to Havana, and a third and larger vault more prominently ~ 
placed and bearing inscriptions which the Santo Domingans deciphered — 
as referring to Christopher Columbus. A public declaration was made in ~ 
the presence of all the foreign Consuls, including representatives from ~ 
Spain, that the remains of Christopher Columbus had been positively ~ 
identified. A mausoleum was built at Santo Domingo for the discoverer ~ 
of America and dedicated December 5, 1898. As Cuba was no longer a 
Spanish possession, the casket lying in Havana Cathedral was in 1898 — 
carried to Spain and interred at Seville. Fi 
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1c. brown violet. Voyage of Mendez from Jamaica to Santo Domingo. — 
On Columbus’ fourth and last voyage, when wrecked on the island of 
Jamaica and sorely in need of help, several of his most intrepid men, in ~ 
charge of Captain Diego Mendez, volunteered to go to San Domingo in a 
small boat for assistance. : 
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le gray green. The one cent stamp was later changed in color to con- 
form with the Postal Union color. 

2c rose red. Enrique’s Rebellion. 

The insurrection of the Indians was led by a chief named Enrique, a 
savage who had been converted to Christianity, and who, notwithstand- 
ing the nobility of his birth, had been reduced to slavery. Desiring to 
avenge an insult that had been offered to his wife by a Spaniard, Enrique 
called upon his compatriots, and uniting themselves in strong force, they 
took refuge in the mountains, where they maintained themselves uncon- 
quered. Although many overtures were made to the insurrectionary 
chief, yet such was his want of confidence in the Spaniards, that it was 
not until Father Las Casas succeeded in inducing Enrique to send an 
envoy to St. Domingo City, that a treaty of peace was signed, in 1533, 
by which the Indians, 600 in number, were permanently established un- 
der their chief in a village (Boya) by themselves. With this treaty ended 
the troubles with the aborigines.

1 peso black on blue. Columbus at the Salamanca Assembly. King 
Ferdinand summoned a council of the most learned scholars of Spain 
to interview Columbus, carefully examine his plans, and report to him 
their opinion. The meeting was held in the Dominican convent of St. 
Stephen at Salamanca. The assembly was composed of professors in the 
universities, the highest dignitaries of the church and statesmen of prom- 
inent rank. But Columbus soon found that, even in the minds of the 
_ most learned men, prejudice and bigotry could triumph over all the powers 
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of reason. His views were denounced, not only as unphilosophical but 
also as unscriptural. Though the assembly reported against him, there 
were many individual members who were deeply impressed by his reason- 
ing. The majority reported that it was both false and heretical to assume 
that land could be found by sailing west from Europe.

Here, in 1898, was erected the magnificent mauso- 
leum of marble and bronze to the memory of Chris- 
topher Columbus, within which rests the ashes of 
the great discoverer.

‘Two massive bronze 
lions guard the entrance and bronze tablets perpet- 
uate the deeds of Columbus.

The Dominican Republic occupies the eastern part of the island of 
Hayti, and covers more than two-thirds of the island. 
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Santo Domingo City was constructed in 1502 by the order of Ovando, 
the Governor, on the right side of the river Ozama, the older town on the 
other side of the river having been entirely destroyed by a fearful hurri- 
cane. Although the city has experienced many changes and reverses, its 
general plan is much the same, and many of the old landmarks are still 
standing, among others being the old “fortress.” 

In 1810 the Island of Santo Domingo had five distinctive governments, 
that of Spain, of King Cristopher, of President Petion, of General Regiad, 
and of Perrier. 1822 saw the whole island in possession of one govern- 

ment, the Republic of Hayti, under whose rule it remained for upwards 
of 22 years.

The Dominicans, in 1844, raised the banner of 
revolt, the revolutionists having at their hand a 
distinguished citizen, Juan Pablo Duarte; and 
the movement being popular and successful, total 
separation from Hayti was declared, February 27, 
1844.

ISSUE OF 1896. 
To COMMEMORATE THE REVIVAL OF THE OLYMP.\C GAMES. 

The Olympic games of the ancient Greeks were held every four years 
in honor of Zeus, the father of the gods and men. ‘Chey were celebrated 
at Olympia, a small plain in Elis, where w as located the sacred, grove of 
Zeus (the Altis). The Altis and its immediate neighborhood were adorned 
with numerous temples, statues and public building s, to which the general 
appellation of Olympia was given; but there was no town of this name. 
There was an interval of four years between each celebration of the 
festival, which interval was called an Olympiad; but the Olympiads -were 
not employed as a chronological era till the victory of Coroebus in the 
foot-race, 776 B. C. Vast numbers of spectators flocked to the games from 
every part of Greece, and from Asia and Sicily. The competitions were 
open only to those of Greek descent and of good character. After the 
6th Olympiad the only'prize for all contests was a garland of olive from 
the sacred tree of Hercules. This was chosen that the combatants might 
be stimulated by courage and the love of glory, more than by the sordid 
hope of gain. In fact “the glory of the conquerors was inestimable and 
immortal. A herald proclaimed the winner’s name, his parentage and his 
country, poets sang his praises, and sculptors were engaged by. the state 
to carve his statue. These statues were erected at Olympia, in the sacred 
wood of Jove. No wonder then that an Olympic prize was regarded as the 
crown of human happiness. Cicero, with a Roman’s contempt for Greek 
frivolity, observes with a sneer than an Olympian victor receives more 
honor than a triumphant general at Rome. The revived Olympic games 
of 1896 attracted 129 contending athletes from all parts of ,the world. 
The Stadium at Athens was restor ed, forming an immense auditorium, 
with an ample arena made in marble. The games began on April 6, 
the anniversary of the declaration of Greek independence. 

11 ochre and 21 rose. The design represents the Boxers. The Olympic 
games presented originally nothing more than a match of runners in a 
measured course called the Stadium. In the twenty-third Olympiad (688 
B. C.), appeared the boxing match. The rules for boxing were not unlike 
those of the modern ring, and the chief difference was in the use of 
leather thongs bound round the boxers fists and wrists. 

51 lilac and 101 slate. These have for a design the Discobolos or discus- 
thrower, after Myron.. The athlete is represented at the precise instant 
when he has brought the greatest possible bodily strength into play to give 
to the discus its greatest force. The body is bent forward, the toes of 
one foot cling to the ground, the muscles of the torso are strained, the 
whole body is in an attitude of violent tension which can last only for 
an instant. 

201 red brown and 401 violet. This design represents a Panathenaic 
vase. The Panathenaea was the oldest and most important of the Athe: 
nian festivals. For the games the prize given was a garland of leaves 
from the sacred olive trees of Athens, and vases filled with oil from the 
same. Many specimens of these Panathenaic vases have been found; on 
one side is the figure of Athene, and on the other side a design showing 
the nature of the competition in which they were given as prizes. Athena, 
or Athene, called Minerva by the Romans, was one of the great divinities 
of the Greeks. She is frequently called PALLAS ATHENA, and was the 
goddess of wisdom and skill, and the tutelary divinity of Athens. The 
usual attributes of Athene were the helmet, the egis (a round shield 
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with the head of Medusa in the center), the cock, the olive branch and 
the spear. 

251 red and, $0] black. These show a Quadriga, or four-horse chariot, 
driven by “Viciory.” The ¢hariot race was introduced in the twenty-fifth 
Olympiad (680 B.,G.).\ Ot the hippodrome, or race-course, no trace re- 
mains. PausaniasS records that, “Down the center there ran a bank of 
earth, and at each end of this bank was a turning post round which the 
chariots had to ‘pass.” “To shun the goal with rapid wheels” required 
both nerve and skill, and the charioteer played a more important part ~ 
in the race than ever the modern jockey. 

1dr blue, showing the Stadium and Acropolis. The revived Olympic 
games were held at the Stadium at Athens, restored for the purpose. 
The Acropolis, or ancient center of Athens, and on which most of its 
noblest monuments were placed, is an isolated rocky height, rising 180 
feet above the adjacent plain. 

2dr bistre. This has a picture of the Statue of Hermes by Praxiteles, 
one of the most distinguished sculptors of Greece, who flourished about 
364 B. C. This statue, described by Pausanias, was discovered by German 
excavators at Olympia in 1877. Hermes is represented as in the act of 
carrying the child Dionysus (Bacchus) to the nymphs who were charged 
with his rearing. Hermes pauses on the way, and holds out to the child 
a bunch of grapes. ‘oe 

5dr green. On the 5 drachma stamp is the statue of Nike or Victory. 
This represents the winged goddess as sweeping through the air, with 
drapery streaming behind in the wind. The statue was located within 
the enclosure that surrounded the temples at Olympia. Early in the 
sixth century of our era the temples at Olympia were overthrown by 
earthquakes, and inundations buried the site under gravel. Not until 
1875 was any determined move made toward excavation, but the German 
government then assisted the enterprise and among the treasures re- 
covered was the statue of “Victory.” 

10 dr. brown. Showing the Parthenon, a celebrated temple at 
Athens on the summit of the Acropolis and sacred to Athena. The 
Parthenon in beauty and grandeur surpassed all other buildings of the 
kind, and was constructed of Pentelic marble. It was erected under the 
administration of Pericles and was dedicated 438 B. C. Its architects 
were Ictinus and Callicrates, but all the works were under the superin- 
tendence of Phidias. It contained innumerable statues and other works 
of art. The colossal statue of Athena, which was in the eastern end of 
the temple, was 39 feet high and was composed of ivory and gold; it 
was the. work of Phidias himself. The temple was reduced to ruins — 
during the siege of Athens by the Venetians in 1687. A part of the 
matchless friezes, statues, etc. of the Parthenon were collected by Lord 
Elgin and sold to the British Government in 1816, and deposited in the 
British Museum. The stamps were engraved by Eugene L. Mouchon of 
Paris and printed by the French Government Printing Works, Paris. 

IssuE oF 1906. 
To COMMEMORATE THE OLYMPIC GAMES OF 1906. 

1 1 brown and 2 1 gray, design taken from a silver tetradrachm of 
the island of Cos. This coin dates from the fifth century B. C. The 
figure represented on the coin is described as “a naked discobolos, with a 
tripod behind him.” The type of this coin undoubtedly refers to the 
games held in honor of the Triopian Apollo in which the cities, men- 
bers of the Dorian Pentapolis, all took part, the prize being a bronze 
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tripod which the victor dedicated to. the god. However, a man of Hali- 
carnassus disregarded this and carrying away the tripod hung it in his 
own home. For this offense the other five cities (the league was at that 
time a Hexapolis) excluded the sixth city Halicarnassus from further 
participation. 

Archaeology: iealiy Cos is very important. According to tradition the 
earliest \Greek inhabitaits of Cos came from: Epidarus bringing with 
them AM worship of Asclepius, the son of Apollo for which the island 
was afterwards celebrated. 

3 1 orange and 5 1 green, shows engraved on a bronze disk, a jumper 
provided with halters, or weights, to increase his momentum. 

10 1 rose red, shows a Nike-Terina, winged, seated on a prostrate 
amphora, holding a caduceus. Design taken from a coin of Terina cir- 
culated 425 B. C. Terina, a few miles south of Temesa on the Gulf of 
Hipponium, was a colony of Croton. The town was burnt by Hannibal 
in 203 B. C. 

20 1 claret and 50 1 brown lake. Atlas offering the apples of Hes- 
perides to Hercules. Hercules, called Heracles by the Greeks, was the 
most celebrated of all the heroes of antiquity. For various misdeeds he 
was ordered by the oracle of Delphi to serve Eurystheus for the space 
of 12 years, after which he should become immortal. Eurystheus en- 
joined upon him a succession of desperate adventures, which are called 
the “Labors of Hercules.” Among the labors of Hercules was that of 
“Fetching the golden apples of the Hesperides.” This was very difficult, 
since he did not know where to find them. They were the apples which 
Hera had received at her wedding from the goddess of the Earth, and 
which she had entrusted to the keeping of the Hesperides and the dragon 
Ladon. Atlas was one of the Titans who had warred against the gods, 
and, being conquered, was condemned to bear heaven on his head and 
hands. Atlas was the father of the Hesperides, and Hercules thought he 
could find the apples and bring them to him. After various adventures, 
Hercules found Atlas and sent him to fetch the apples, and in the meantime 
bore the weight of heaven for him. Atlas returned with the apples and 
somewhat reluctantly took his burden upon his shoulders again. 

25 1 ultramarine. Struggle between Hercules and Antaeus. 

Antaeus, a mighty giant, whose strength was invincible so long as 
he remained in contact with his mother Earth. Hercules discovered the 
source of his strength, lifted him from the earth and crushed him in the 
air. 3 

30 1 dull purple. The Wrestlers, from a marble group in the Uffizi 
Gallery in Florence, Italy. 

40 1 dark brown. Design taken from an ancient Greek coin, a winged 
Victory seated and holding a game-cock. The design was probably in- 
tended to represent the “Goddess of Games.”

: For his third expedition Columbus was fitted 
out with eight ships. Two were dispatched in advance in command of 
Coronel. Columbus followed with the remaining six; embarking from 
San Lucas May 30, 1498. He divided his fleet, retaining three ships for 
the voyage of discovery and sending the others on to the colony at Haiti. 
“His ship was decked, the other two not.” A controversy has arisen over 
the proper translation of the word here rendered “decked” which seems 
likely never to be settled. The ship on the commemorative stamp of 
Grenada agrees with the most generally accepted notion.

“3.—For sale to the public I recommend ap issue of 500,000 of the 
stamps, after which the plate can be destroyed; and should you approve 
of the proposal, I would ask that the Crown agents may be authorized 
to take the necessary steps to give it effect in time to admit of the issue 
reaching the Colony about July next.

The stamp is in commemoration of the 100th anniversary of General 
Granados, which was celebrated on the 29th Sept., 1909. Granados was 
one of the chief leaders of the Revolution of 1871, by which the clericals 
were overthrown and the Liberals, who are still in power, took the helm.

| Guatemala was conquered by the Spaniards un- 
der Pedro de Alvarado early in the 16th century, and formed part of the 
Spanish colonial dominions until 1821, when the Captaincy-General, in 
which it was included, revolted and established its independence. In 
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1823 the country became a part of the Central American Federal Re- 
public, from which it seceded in 1847, and since that year it has been an 
independent republic. The government is that of a centralized republic, 
with a constitution fixed in the year 1879. The President is elected by 
direct vote of the nation for six years and is re-eligible for successive 
terms. 


HAYTI 


Issue oF 1904. 
To COMMEMORATE THE CENTENARY OF INDEPENDENCE. 


The Republic of Hayti is the western portion of the island of San 
Domingo. The island was discovered by Columbus in 1495, The Span- 
iards explored the island and almost exterminated the native Indians, 
whom they replaced by African negroes. By the Treaty of Ryswick 
(1697), the western portion of the island was ceded to France. In 1665 
the French laid the foundation of the present Haytian Republic, and by 
degrees absorbed the greater part of the island. Between the years 
1775 and 1783 it ranked among the most prosperous of the colonial posses- 
sions of France; the French Revolution, however, changed this state of 
affairs. 


Taking advantage of the anarchical state of the home country, the 
negro population of the island (a majority of its inhabitants) rose in re- 
hese on. in ae proclaimed the independence of the couniee

Toussaint L’Ouverture was 
originally a slave. His early 
life was exemplary for a person 
of his condition, being passed 
upon the plantation of the 
Count de Noe, where the over- 
seer, taking a fancy to him, allowed him to learn to read and write. In 
the revolt against the whites, some of the principal inhabitants induced 
the British Government to send an armament with a body of troops to 
co-operate with such of the inhabitants as were desirous of placing 
themselves under its protection. The island was taken possession of in 
September, 1793, by a British force. L’Ouverture, who was appointed 
general-in-chief of the black armies of San Domingo in 1797, proved 
himself an able and indefatigable enemy; and at length the British 
were obliged to evacuate the country in the year 1798. 

L’Ouverture was at first honored by the French and even made mil- 
itary governor, but afterwards fell under suspicion. In May, 1801, a 
_ constitution was promulgated by him, which act was treated by Bona- 
parte as rebellion. He sent an armament consisting of twenty-six 
ships of the line and 25,000 troops under the command of General Leclerc, 
his brother-in-law, for the purpose of reducing the revolted colony of 
San Domingo. From this time began the struggle for independence 
which lasted for nearly three years. “In 1802 L’Ouverture and other lead- 
ers were induced by Leclerc, the French commander, to surrender under 
guarantees, Faith was not kept by the French and L’Ouverture was

Jean Jacques Dessalines was born at Grand 
Riviére in 1758; he died near Port-au-Prince Octo- 
ber 17, 1806. He was a slave; he joined the insur- 
rection of 1797, rose to be second in command un- 
der L’Ouverture; he was notorious for savage cour- 
age and cruelty. In 1802 he resisted Leclere’s army 
in the west but finally submitted. After L’Ouverture 
had been taken to France he lead another revolt, and 
aided by the English drove out the French in 1803. 
Dessalines, on January 1, 1804, promulgated the declaration of Haitian 
independence and was himself proclaimed Governor General for life, 
and on January 16, 1805, Emperor, as Jean Jacques I. He- ruled until 
October 17, 1806, when he was assassinated.

Alexander Sabes Pétion was born at Port-au- 
Prince on April 2, 1770 and died there in March, 
1818. A Haitian general and politician. He was a 
light mulatto and an educated man and was com- 
mandant of artillery under Dessalines. Pétion be- 
came President of Hayti in 1807. Henri Christophe - 
had revolted and proclaimed himself king with the 
title of Henri I. This led to civil war and a division 

=; 55 SER of the country, Henry I ruling as king in the north 
and Pétion as President in the South. Pétion died in 1818 and was suc- 
ceeded by Jean Pierre Boyer. Henri I committed suicide in 1820 and 
Boyer became President of the whole country. He extended his authority 
also over the Spanish end of the island, now the Dominican Republic, 
but in 1844 the Dominicans threw off the yoke of Hayti and became in- 
dependent. 

The portraits of L’Ouverture, Dessalines and Pétion on these commemo- 
rative stamps show the chief heroes of the wars for the independence of 
Hayti. The greatest of these was L’Ouverture, but Dessalines in spite 
of his savage and cruel nature is regarded as the hero of the Republic. 
Pétion remained at the head of the government in the southern part of 
the island-until his death, and while in power, he protected the foreigners 
in the country and made some attempts to preserve the national’ credit. 
He died greatly lamented, after having presided over the Republic up- 
wards of eleven years. 

The stamps were first issued with an overprint applied by a hand 
stamp, inscribed within an oblong frame ‘1804 — Poste — Paye — 1904”, 
and were later issued without the overprint. 

The story is told that a wealthy resident of Hayti supplied the 
necessary funds for.the engraving and printing of 100,000 sets of these 
stamps, and was to receive in payment a portion of the issue. The 
Haytian government therefore overprinted those which were, to be sold 
at the post offices in Hayti, and only those overprinted were available 
for postage. The owner of the unsurcharged lot protested against this 
' and persuaded the Government to do away with the overprint. The 
stamps were then available for postage with and without the overprint,

On September 15, 1821, the independence of the States comprising 
the Kingdom of Guatemala was declared in Guatemala City. 
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The history of Honduras is closely interwoven 
with that of the other Central American States 
from this date on, it being with them part of the 
Mexican Empire during the year 1822; subse- 
quently, upon the downfall of the Empire of 
Iturbide, it became one of the States of the Cen- 
tral American Federation. 

On October 28, 1838, Honduras finally declared 
its secession and absolute independence from the 
other States.

In 1903 Manuel Bonilla, an able, popular and ex- 
perienced general, gained the presidency. As his re- 
election appeared certain, the supporters of rival can- 
didates and some of his own dissatisfied adherents 
intrigued to secure the co-operation of Nicaragua for 
his overthrow. Bonilla was finally compelled to flee 
aboard the United States Cruiser “Chicago” and sev- 
eral of the Powers intervened. 

On April 18, 1907 General Miguel R. Davila assumed provisional charge 


of the presidency (succeeding Gen. M. Bonilla) .and became president 
early in the following year. An insurrectionary movement in 1910 led 
to the resignation of Davila, who on March 28, 1911 turned over the ex- 
ecutive office to Francisco Bertrand as provisional president until the 


end of the year. 


On November 3, 1911, Gen. Bonilla was re-elected pres- 


ident. He died at Tegucigalpa on March 21, 1913.

The island of Hong Kong, situated on the south- 
east coast of China at the mouth of the Canton River, 
was occupied by the British in 1841 and was ceded to 
Great Britain by the Treaty of Nanking in 1842. The 
island is about 11 miles long and from two to five 
miles broad, with an area of rather more than 29 
square miles. It lies close to the mainland, being separated at one point 
by a narrow strait not more than a quarter- -mile wide. The capital, Vic- 
toria, lies along the northern shore of the island, facing the mainland, 
and between the mainland and the city is the harbor, which is one of the 
finest in the world, with a water area of some 10 square miles. The 
port is free and is fortified. The island is broken in shape and moun- 
tainous, the highest point being Victoria Peak, which is about 1800 feet 
high. By the Peking Convention in 1860, the peninsula of Kowloon was 
acquired. In view of requirements for the defence of Hong Kong, by a 
lease signed June 9th, 1898, there was acquired, for a term of 99 years 
from July 1, a portion of Chinese territory including the southern part 
of Kwangtung province, together with the waters of Mirs Bey. and Deep 
Bay and the island of Lan- tao.

Jon Sigurdsson, born 1811, died 1879. An Icelandic 
statesman and author, born in the west of Iceland;

In fact Sigurd- 
sson was the most prominent Icelander of the 19th 
century.

rate ceremonies at Delhi on December 12th, 1911. The 
Durbar called together over 250,000 people from all 
parts of India, for whom a camp city was built, 25 
square miles in extent, equipped with roads, water, 
electric lights, telegraph and postal service. On De- 
cember 7th, 1911, their Majesties King George and_ 
Queen Mary were received by the Ruling Chiefs of 
India, and the Imperial procession marched through 
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Delhi to the Durbar Camp. The procession was miles in length, a mag- 
nificent pageant. Just before reaching the Durbar Camp a halt was 
made, where a great circular pandel—a place of reception—had been 
erected. Here their Majesties were received by the British officers who 
rule and work in India, and an address was presented on behalf of 
British India. It said: 

“We welcome your Imperial Majesty as the first Sovereign of all 
India who has appeared on India soil. In this ancient city, full of his- 
toric memories, many famous Kings and Emperors have kept regal state; 
and the noble monuments of past glories which survive attest their great- 
ness. Yet the greatest of them, in the plentitude of his power, never 
held undivided rule over the vast Empire which owns Your Imperial 
Majesty’s sway. Your Imperial! Majesty’s presence here is, therefore, an 
event without precedent in all the varied and moving scenes of Indian 
history, and will for ever be memorable. Loyalty to the Sovereign is pre- 
eminently an Indian virtue, inculeated by sages and preceptors from 
times immemorial; and in your Imperial Majesty’s wide dominions, your 
Imperial Majesty has no subjects more loyal and faithful than the 
inhabitants of British India, The Indian Empire holds many peoples, of 
diverse races, speaking many languages, and professing different re- 
ligions; but from the snowy heights of the Himalayas to legendary 
Rameshvaram, from the mountain barriers of the West to the confines of 
China and Siam, they are all united in loyalty and devotion to your 
Imperial Majesty’s throne and person.” 

The Great Day of the Durbar was the 12th. The Royal procession 
passed through lines of troops to a semicircular amphitheatre 1,200 feet 
in diameter, built for the accommodation of the Indian rulers, officials 
of British India and guests, and having a covered dais containing the 
Imperial throne, Here the King-Emperor delivered a short speech, ex- 
pressing his pleasure in being able to visit India and to announce in 
person that he had come to the throne, and to receive for himself the 
loyal homage of the Indian Princes. The Governor-General, his Council 
.and the native rulers then rendered homage. Among others were the 
Nizam of Hyderabad, the Gaekwar of Baroda, the Maharajahs of Mysore 
and Cashmere, and the only woman who rules in India, the Begum of 
Bhopal. She was wrapped from head to foot in a robe of gold lacework, 
and wore a rich crown of gold. 

Among the native Chiefs was the ruler of Travancore, who attracted 
much attention by the ropes of magnificent pearls which he wore. He 
is ruler over the great pearl-fisheries of the South. After the ceremony 
of homage, their Majesties ascended to a higher dais, where all the peo- 
ple could see them, and the heralds read, the first in English, the Proc- 
lamation of the Coronation of King George. The second herald repeated 
the Proclamation in the native tongue. The King-Emperor announced the 
transfer of the seat of government of India from Calcutta to Delhi, 


On December 15 the Emperor and Empress took part in the laying of 
the foundation stones of the new Imperial City of Delhi. The Emperor 
laid the first stone, which was placed over an aperture in which was a 
sealed case containing coins of the day, gold and silver Durbar medals, 
and a copy of the Durbar Directory. The Empress laid the second stone, 
and then the English and Indian heralds proclaimed the stones duly 
laid, and the ceremony was closed by the National Anthem,

Giuseppe Garibaldi, an Italian patriot, was born 
at Nice on the 4th of July 1807, and died on the island of Caprera, June 
2, 1882. Exiled from Italy for political reasons in 1834, he went to 
South America where he gave his services to the young republies strug- 
gling for independence. Returning to Europe, he took part in the de- 
fence of Rome against France, but being defeated, escaped and finally 
arrived in New York July 30, 1850. An Italian friend, Antonio Meucci, 
was establishing a candle factory on Staten Island, and with him Gari- 
baldi found employment for some time. In 1854 Garibaldi returned to 
Europe and in the following year purchased the small island of Caprera, 
off the coast of Sardinia, and became an agriculturist. 

Garibaldi, with a thousand volunteers, sailed from Genoa on May 5, 
1860, and landed at Marsala in Sicily on the 11th, and after a vic- 
torious battle at Calatifima stormed Palermo on May 27th. The cam- 
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paign that followed is one of the most extraordinary feats of arms in 
modern history. Sicily was garrisoned by 24,000 disciplined Neapolitan 
troops, yet, within a month, the island had been won and the revolu- 
tionists triumphed.

The stamps were authorized by a Royal Decree of April 27th, 1911. 
The price of each stamp was increased by 5 centesimi, with the excep- 
tion of the 2 centesimi stamp, the price of which was increased by 3 
ecentesimi. This increase in value was for the benefit of the Executive 
Committees of the Fétes at Rome and Turin. 

The stamps were printed at the Office for Stamped Papers at Turin, 
and were available for postage within the Kingdom from May ist to 
December 31st, 1911.

Founded 
upon a rectangular base of stone, its brick walls tapered gently to a 
height of about 200 feet. in a series of eight stories, pierced with win- 
dows. Above the platform rose an open loggia of marble 50 feet high, 
being the actual belfry wherein hung five great bells of bronze. This 
was surmounted by a figure of an angel 16 feet high. From 1903 to 1911 
the tower was rebuilt as nearly like the old one as possible, the prin- 
cipal alteration being an enlarged and strengthened foundation and a 
powerful hidden framework of iron. The loggia, broken into nearly 
2000 pieces, was pieced together and restored to its place and four of 
the five bells were recast at the expense of Pope Pius X.

Labuan is an island of the Malayan Archipelago, situated six miles 
from the northwest coast of Borneo. Its area is about 29 square miles. 
It was ceded to Great Britain by the Sultan of Borneo in 1846. A British 
settlement was established in 1848, the first Governor being Sir James 
Brooke. Labuan was a Crown Colony, placed in 1890 under the govern- 
ment of the British North Borneo Company, but transferred on January 
1, 1906, to direct British administration. By a proclamation dated Oct. 
30, 1906 the boundaries of the Colony of the Straits Settlements were ex- 
tended so as to include the Colony of Labuan, to take effect on January 
1, 1907. Labuan has been incorporated for administrative purposes in 
the Settlement of Singapore.

Bertrand Francois Labourdonnais, a distinguished 
French naval officer, was born at Saint Malo in 1699. 
About 1718 he entered the services of the French East 
India Co. He was appointed Governor-General of 
the Isle of France in 1734, and received command 

of a squadron in 1741. War having begun between 
France and England, he repulsed an Enguish fleet near Madras and cap- 
tured that place in 1746. He derived the name Mahé from the valor dis- 
played in the capture of the city of Mahé. 

Mauritius was discovered about the year 1507 by the Portuguese, but 
they never formed any settlement on it. The Dutch visited it in 1598 
and named it Mauritius in honor of the Stadtholder, Prince Maurice of 
Nassau. In 1644 they established a small colony on the shore, but in 1712 
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they abandoned the island, and in 1715 the French took possession of it 
and changed the name to Ile de France. Under the French it became a 
great centre of trade, but in 1789 the seat of French Government in the 
East was removed to Pondicherry, and the island was taken by a British 
force in 1810.

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The portraits on the stamps show two heroines and the heroes of 
the war for independence. The leader of the Mexican war for independ- 
ence was Miguel Hidalgo, who was born in Guanajuato May 8,1753. On 
September 16, 1810, he issued a declaration known as “Hl Grito de 
Dolores” and subsequently succeeded in gaining several victories over 
the Royalists. Having been defeated, the insurgent generals retreated 
to Saltillo at the head of four thousand troops, and there it was deter- 
mined to leave them under command of Rayon, while Hidalgo, Allende 
and Aldama, who had been the souls of the revolution, were to set out 
for the United States to purchase arms and procure the assistance of ex- 
perienced officers. On the road they were surprised and captured. They 
were taken to Chihuahua and after several weeks Hidalgo and his com- 
rades were shot. 

Ignacio Allende was born in San Miguel el Grande (since named San 
Miguel de Allende in his honor) Jan. 27, 1779; executed in Chihuahua 
1811. A Mexican patriot, the son of a Spaniard, Narcisco Allende, and a 
captain in the Spanish army. With his regiment he declared for Mexi- 
can independence in Sept., 1810, and joined the insurrection of Hidalgo. 

Mariano Abasolo born in Dolores, Mexico, 1783; died at Cadiz, Spain, 
1819. A soldier in the Spanish army who joined the revolutionary move- 
ment of Hidalgo in 1810. He was finally captured and sent to Spain as 


a prisoner of war.

One hundred 
and fifty years later it, succumbed to the Turks, but was soon retaken by 
the Montenegrins. Two centuries ago it was blown up by the monks 
themselves. In its present appearance it dates only from the 18th cen- 
tury, but its quaint clock tower and shaded cloisters give it an impression 
of a much greater age; here are buried many of the Vladikas; here are 
to be found cannon captured from the enemy on many a historic field; 
here is also part of one of the first books issued from the famous press, 
the type used in the printing: having been cast into bullets and used 
against the invaders. 

Above the monastery rises the Tower of the Skulls, the old-time cit- 
adel of the defenders. It takes its name from formerly having Turkish 
heads impaled upon its ramparts.

Michael A. De Ruyter, a famous Dutch admiral, 
was born at Flushing, Netherlands, on March 24, 
1607. He served against the Spanish in 1641, and 
against the English in 1652. He was made Vice- 
Admiral after the death of Tromp in 1653, and in 1659 commanded the 
Dutch fieet which supported Denmark against Sweden, He was ennobled 
by the King of Denmark at the conclusion of the war in 1660. He was 
subsequently made Admiral-in-Chief of the Dutch fleet. In 1667 he 
sailed up the Thames and destroyed several English ships. On the 7th 
of June, 1672, he fought a drawn battle with the combined fleet of Eng- 
land and France in Solebay, and after the fight convoyed safely home a 
fleet of merchantmen. He was mortally wounded in a battle against the 
French off Messina in April 1676, and died at Syracuse, Italy, April 29, 
1676. His body was carried to Amsterdam, where a magnificent monu- 
ment was erected to his memory by the government.

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France, but on the British protesting the claim was renounced. In 1851 
a landing party from a French vessel lying at Balade was attacked by 
the natives and slain, with the exception of a single member. France was 
now determined on annexation, and a French flag was raised on this same 


spot in 1853.

Newfoundland was discovered by John Cabot, (Giovanni Caboto), 
an Italian navigator in the English service. He was probably a native 
of Genoa, and in 1476 became a citizen of Venice after a residence of 
15 years. He subsequently removed to Bristol, England. He obtained 
a patent from Henry VIT of England for the discovery of new lands and 
sailed from Bristol on the 2nd of May, 1497, in a small vessel named the 
Matthew. On June 24th, 1497, Newfoundland was discovered. Cabot 
gave to the place where he Janded the name of Prima Vista. The por- 
trait on the two cent stamp is that of Sebastian Cabot, a son of John 
Cabot. The original portrait was discovered by Mr. Harford in Scotland 
and in 1834 was sold to a Mr. Biddle and taken to Pittsburg, Pa., where 
it was destroyed in a great fire in 1845. After Harford had first obtained 
possession of it, it was engraved by Rawle for Seyer’s Memoirs of Bristol 
(1824). It has also been copied for the Massachusetts and New York 
Historical Societies, and for the Mayor and Corporation of Bristol in 
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1839. Long believed to be a Holbein, £500 was given for it by Biddle; 
but Holbein died in 1543, and the dress and chain Cabot appears to be 
wearing is probably that belonging to his office of governor of the 
Muscovy Company, which office he assumed in 1553. 

The letters patent of King Henry VII., dated March 11, 1496, granting 
“to cur well beloved John Cabot, citizen of Venice, to Lewis, Sebastian, 
and Sanctius, sons of the said John,” for the discovery of new lands, 
(with the petition of the Cabots,) is in the Public Record Office of Lon- 
don. The quotation on the 2 Cent stamp, “Hym that found the new isle,” 
is from the grant of £10 from Henry VII. to John Cabot, dated August 
10, 1497. (Copy in the British Museum.) There is no proof that Sebas- 
tian Cabot accompanied his father in 1497, and it is a disputed question 
that Cape Bonavista was Cabot’s landfall. 

The Queen’s Jubilee of 1897 was observed with enthusiasm through- 
out Newfoundland. In the capital an immense procession marched to 
the summit of Signal Hill, overlooking the harbor and commanding a 
view of the Atlantic Ocean, in order to witness the laying of the founda- 
tion stone of a tower to be erected in memory of John te the dis- 
eoverer of the island in 1497.

The Charter granted by King James I. was given to a company 
composed of 46 members, among them being Francis Bacon, John Guy and 
his brother Philip both of Bristol. On April 27, 1610, the King inecor- 
porated them under the title of “The Treasurer and the Company of Ad- 
venturers and Planters of the City of London and Bristol for the Colony 
or Plantations in Newfoundland.” 

Alderman John Guy of Bristol, the first Governor, set sail in 1610 
for Newfoundland. On his arrival he chose Cuper’s Cove, (Port de 
Grave), on the west coast of Conception Bay, as his settlement, and 
shortly afterwards a settlement called Bristol’s Hope was formed at 
Harbor Grace. 

The portrait on the Six cent stamp is that of Francis Bacon, born 
at York House, London, on January 22, 1561; died at Highgate, April 9, 
1626. A celebrated English philosopher, jurist and. statesman, son of 
Sir Nicholas Bacon, created Baron Verulam July 12, 1618, and Viscount St. 
Albans January 27, 1621; commonly, but incorrectly, called Lord Bacon. 
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There are two types of the Six cent stamp, in the first type the “Z” 
of colonization is reversed; in a later printing this was corrected, making 
type two. 

The stamps are lithographed by Whitehead, Morris and Co., of Lon- 
don. In 1911 additional supplies of the 6, 8, 9, 10, 12 and 15c were ordered, 
and these stamps are engraved.

Two Pence, blue, issued September 1, 1888. The design represents 
an Emu surrounded by a shaded oval band on which the words “One 
Hundred Years” and “Two Pence” are inscribed. The four corners bear 
the words “New South Wales Postage,” with which are interwoven the 
berries of the Lilly-pilly, the Corea or Native Fuchsia, and feathery 
sprays of Wattle.

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portrait of Captain Phillip and the figures 1788; it is smaller than the 
other, as if far off, and is surrounded by clouds to convey the idea of 
distance and space of time. Floating between the coins, amongst the 
clouds, is a fluttering banner with the words “One Hundred Years.” 
The space surrounding the coins is filled in with Australian ferns and 
Christmas bells (blandfordia nobilis), the latter being appropriately 
suggestive of ringing in the glad Centennial time. 

The 5 and 20 shilling were first printed on the brownish paper prev- 
iously used for the old 5sh. Specially prepared paper was later used, 
for the 5sh a watermark of 5/— over N. S. W. in a diamond; for the 
20sh the value and N. S. W. in a circle.

Early in March, 1895 a revolution was started and severe fighting by 
the insurgents took place on March 17, on the outskirts of Lima, causing 
the defeat of President Caceres. A provisional government assumed the 
direction of public affairs, and on September 10, 1895 Nicolas Pierola was 
declared President.

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Nicholas de Pierola was born in Camana, a department of Arequipa, 
January 5, 1839. A Peruvian politician and lawyer, he headed several un- 
successful revolts. During the Chilian war, when the President had de- 
serted his post, Pierola headed another revolt, deposed the Vice-President, 
and was proclaimed supreme chief at Lima, December 23, 1879. He did 
his best to check the Chileans and when Lima was taken in 1881, he es- 
caped into the interior. In July he convoked a Congress at Arequipa, 
but in November resigned and went to Europe. In 1885 he returned and 
tried to seize the presidency and was defeated. He was a presidential 
candidate in 1894, and overthrew Caceres in 1895 and was president until 
September, 1899.

In 1871 he was given command 
of the turret ship ‘“Huascar,” and in the Chilean 
war of 1879, a shell from the “Cochrane” struck 
the pilot tower of the “Huascar” and exploded. 
Admiral Grau and one of his officers were inside 
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| Pismo the tower and they were blown to atoms, only 
a portion of the leg. of the brave Admiral was afterwards found. He 
fought and died off Point Angamos and is remembered as the “Hero of 
Angamos.” 

On the 2c stamp appears a portrait of Colonel Bolognesi of Arequipa. 
During the Chilean invasion he commanded the troops at the battle of 
Tarapacé. The defence of the seaport of Arica was entrusted to Bolog- 
nesi one of the heroes of Tarapaca, and on June 7, 1880 he was killed in 
battle. ‘ 
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The 5c stamp shows a likeness of President Romana. In September, 
1899, Pierola vacated the presidency in favour of Romana, who had been 
elected to the office as a popular candidate and without the exercise of 
any undue official influence. He was president until 1903. President 
Romana was educated in England and was a civil engineer by profession.

DECREE. 

Article 1.—The Government is authorized to issue 500,000 stamps of 
each type of the values of 5 to 100 reis, and up to 30,000 of each of the 
values 150 to 1000 reis, for circulation throughout the Continent and in 
the islands, on March 4 and 5, 1894 (the centenary of Prince Henry.) 

Article 2.—The design of ‘the said stamps shall be approved by the 
Municipal Council of the city of Oporto. 

Article 3.—The issuance and the sale will be made on such terms and 
in such manner as the Government shall determine. 

Article 4.—The Government shall deduct from the total realized by 
the sale a sum equal to the amount received during the same period of 
time in the previous year, as shown by the statistics; this shall be the 
property of the Treasury. 

The total amount from the sale of the stamps of the centenary of 
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Prince Henry shall be remitted to the Municipal Council of Oporto, who, 
after deducting the amount as prescribed in Article 4 to the Government, 
shall devote the balance to the erection in the city of Oporto of a monu- 
ment to the memory of Prince Henry. 

The stamps are of three different designs, all from drawings by the 
painter Velloso Salgado. The contract for the making of the stamps was 
given to Giesecke and Devrient of Leipzig, Saxony. The first design was 
used for the values from 5 to 20 reis and represents Prince Henry 
seated on the prow of a caravel; there are two of his captains standing, 
one on each side of the caravel, and two classical figures are seated on 
pedestals, holding sprays of palm and laurel in front of the caravel and 
with trumpets heralding its approach. Above the sail of the caravel is 
a coronet, and below on the water is the motto “TALENT DE BIEN 
FAIRE”. The inscriptions in white letters on colored tablets are 
“CORREIOS” at the left, “PORTUGAL,” at the right, “10-REIS” at the 
top and the dates 1394- 1894 at the bottom. 

ine second design was used for the values from 25 to 100 tTeis ae 
shows the “Navigator” watching the departure: of Captain Zarco who 
took part in the voyage of discovery of 1419. Prince Henry from the 
promontory at Sagres, which bears the date 1419, is. directing: what 
course to take. Two seated figures represent Agriculture and Commerce. 
The design also shows two elephants emblematical of India. ‘The in- 
scriptions are the same as on the first design but in different positions. 
At the bottom of the stamps are the words _“Primeira—Expedic¢ao.” 

The third design was used for the 150 to 1000 reis and represents 
Prince Henry seated with a chart upon his knees, his arms extended, his 
right hand resting upon an armillary sphere and his left on a terrestrial 
globe; at his feet is a lion. Upon either side is a classical figure extend- 
ing, one a branch of palm, the other a branch of laurel; the figures are 
each supporting a shield which bears the dates “1394” and “1894” re- 
spectively, At the bottom of the stamp in front of the lion appears the 
word “Sagres.” 

Henry of Portugal, surnamed the “Navigator,” Duke: of Viseu, eoy- 
ernor of the Algaves, was: born at Oporto ‘on the 4th of, March, 1394. 
He was a son of John I of Portugal, the founder of the Aviz dynasty, 

Prince Henry built a Naval Arsenal at Sagres, close to Lagos town 
and Cape St. Vincent, and here established a school’ of navigation, and 
for more than forty years till his death in 1460, he kept his mind upon 
the ocean. Prince Henry died on November 12, 1460 in his town near 
Cape St. Vincent, and was buried in the church of St. Mary in Lagos, 
but a year later his body was removed to the monastery at Batalha. 

The entire set of thirteen varieties was overprinted “ACORES.”

The design of the 24% reis represents Saint Anthony kneeling, and 
the vision of the Infant Christ appearing to the Saint from out of the 
heavens. This has always been a favorite subject for artistic representa- 
tion and many eminent painters as Murillo, Titian and others have ex- 
ercised their genius on it. 


The design used for the values of 5 to 25 reis 
shows Saint Anthony preaching to the fishes. 
In the town of Rimini when the heretics would 
not regard his preaching, he betook himself to 
the seashore, where the river Marecchia disem- 
bogues itself into the Adriatic. He here called 
the fish together in the name of God, that they 
might hear his Holy Word. The fish came swim- 
; ming towards him in such vast shoals, both from 
the sea and from the river that the surface of the water was quite cov- 
ered with their multitudes. They quickly ranged themselves according 
to their several species, into a very beautiful congregation and like 
many rational creatures, presented themselves before him to hear the 
word of God. Saint Anthony addressed them in the following words. 

“Although the infinite power and providence of God (my dearly be- 
loved fish) discovers itself in all the works of his creation, as in the 
heavens, in the sun, in the moon, and in the stars, in this lower world, 
in man and in other perfect creatures, nevertheless the goodness of the 
Divine Majesty shines out in you more eminently and appears after a 
more particular manner, than in any other created beings. For not- 
withstanding you are comprehended under the name of reptiles, par- 
taking of a middle nature between stones and beasts, and imprisoned in 
the deep abyss of waters; notwithstanding you are tost among billows, 
thrown up and down by tempests, deaf to hearing, dumb to speech, and 
terrible to behold: notwithstanding, I say, these natural disadvantages, 
the Divine Greatness shows itself in you after a very wonderful manner. 
In you are seen the mighty mysteries of an infinite goodness. The Holy 
Scripture has always made use of you, as the types and shadows of 
some profound sacrament. 

“Do you think that, without a mystery, the first present that God 
Almighty made to man was of you, O ye fishes? Do you think that, without 
a mystery, among all creatures and animals which were appointed for 
sacrifices, you only were excepted, O ye fishes? Do you think that there 
was nothing meant by our Savior Christ, that next to the paschal lamb 
he took so much pleasure in the food of you, O ye fishes? Do you think 
it was by mere chance, that when the Redeemer of the world was to pay 
tribute to Ceasar, he thought fit to find it in the mouth of a fish? These 
are all of them so many mysteries and sacraments, that oblige you in 
a more particular manner to the praises of your Creator. 

“It is from God, my beloved fish, that you have received being, life, 
motion and sense. It is he that has given you, in compliance with your 
natural inclinations, the world of waters for your habitation. It is he 
that has furnished it with lodgings, chambers, caverns, grottoes, and 
such magnificent retirements as are not to be met with in the seats of 
kings, or in the palaces of princes; you have the water for your 
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dwelling, a clear transparent element, brighter than crystal; you can 
see from its deepest bottom everything that passes on its surface; you 
have the eyes of a lynx, or of an Argus; you are guided by a secret and 
unerring principle, delighting in everything that may be beneficial 
to you, and avoiding everything that may be hurtful; you are carried 
on by a hidden instinct to preserve yourselves, to propagate your species ; 
you obey, in all your actions, works and motions, the dictates and 
suggestions of nature, without the least repugnancy or contradiction. 

“The colds of winter and the heats of summer are equally incapable 
of molesting you. A serene or a clouded sky are indifferent to you. 
Let the earth abound in fruits or be cursed with scarcity, it has no 
influence on your welfare. You live secure in rain and thunders, light- 
nings and earthquakes; you have no concern in the blossoms of spring, or 
in the glowings of summer, in the fruits of autumn, or in the frosts of 
winter. You are not solicitous about hours or days, months or years; 
the variableness of the weather or the changes of the seasons. 

“In what dreadful majesty, in what wonderful power, in what 
amazing providence, did God Almighty distinguish you among all the 
species of creatures that perished in the universal deluge! You only 
were insensible of the mischief that had laid waste the whole world! 

“All this, as I have already told you, ought to inspire you with 
gratitude and praise toward the Divine Majesty that has done so great 
things for you, granted you such particular graces and privileges, and 
heaped upon you so many distinguishing favors. And since for all this 
you can not employ your tongues in the praises of your Benefactor, and 
are not provided with words to express your gratitude; make at least 
some sign of reverence; bow yourselves at his name; give some show 
of gratitude, according to the best of your capacities; express your 
thanks in the most becoming manner that you are able, and be not 
unmindful of all the benefits he has bestowed on you.” 

He had no sooner done speaking, but behold a miracle! The fish, as 
though they had been endued with reason, bowed down their heads with 
all the marks of a profound humility and devotion, moving their bodies 
up and down with a kind of fondness, as approving what had been 
spoken by Saint Anthony. 

The legend adds that after many heretics, who were present at the 
miracle, had been converted by it, the Saint gave his benediction to the 
fish and dismissed them. 

The design used for the values of 50 to 100 reis represents the 
ascension of Saint Anthony; the Saint is accompanied by angels. 

The central design for the 150 to 1,000 reis is from a picture of Saint 
Anthony in the Academy of Fine Arts in Paris, which shows 
nearly a full length portrait of the Saint. The framing suggests a 
stained glass window and shows a variety of animals, alluding to the 
Saint being their patron. 

Saint Anthony was born at Lisbon, in Portugal, on the 15th day of 
August, 1195; he died near Padua in 1231. Saint Anthony was canon- 
ized by Gregory IX, the 13th of June being appointed as his féte day. 
In 1263, thirty-two years after the death of the Saint, it was decided to 
remove his remains from the church of St. Mary to a new church built 
in his honor by the Friars Minor. The minister-general, St. Bonaventure, 
was present at the translation of the remains, and on opening the coffin 
it was found that while the body had crumbled into dust, the tongue, 
which had sung the praises of the Most High and been the means of con- 
verting so many, was incorrupt and of its natural color. Moved by the 
sight of this miracle Saint Bonaventure exclaimed “O blessed tongue, 
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which always didst bless the Lord and caused others also to bless Him, 
now is it evident how highly thou wert esteemed by God!” 

The 2% reis was surface printed, the other values being lithographed.

The design of the 2% reis stamp represents the departure of the fleet 


from Belem, July 8, 1497. 
On the 5 reis stamp is pictured the arrival of the fleet at Calicut, on 


the Malabar coast of India, May 20, 1498. 
On the 10 reis stamp is represented the embarkation of Vasco da 


Gama at Restello. 
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The 25 reis stamp has for a design an allegorical figure of the Muse 
of History holding the book of fame in which is inscribed the achieve- 
ments of Vasco da Gama; in the distance, in the rays of a rising sun, 
is portrayed the fleet. 

The 50 reis stamp shows the flagship of’ the fleet in stormy seas, and 
above are small medallions with portraits of Vasco da Gama and Luiz 
de CamOes, the celebrated Portuguese poet. 

The 75 reis stamp bears a design which is said to represent the Arch- 
Brel Gabriel, patron saint of the expedition, standing in an ancient gal- 
eon. 
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The design of the 100 reis stamp shows a triple frame: in the center 
opening is pictured the flagship in full sail; in the smaller openings at 
each side is a knight in full armor. 


The 150 reis stamp has a picture of Vasco da Gama standing; in 
front of him a Cross and the Arms of the King; to his right a mermaid 
holding aloft an ancient sailing vessel; on his left a serpent and an ele- 
phant of India; in the background is represented the Cathedral of Belem, 
which was built as a thanksgiving for the success of the expedition; 
tropical trees are also shown in the distance. 


Vasco da Gama was born at Sines, a small port in the province of 
Alemtejo, Portugal, in 1469. Having been appointed to the command of 
an expedition fitted out by Emanuel of Portugal, with a view to discov- 
ering an ocean route to the East Indies, he sailed from Belem July 8, 
1497, doubled the Cape of Good Hope November 22, 1497, arrived at Cali- 
cut on the Malabar coast of India May 20, 1498, and returned to Lisbon 
in September, 1499. He commanded a second expedition in 1502-03 during 
which he established a colony at Mozambique. By King John III he was 
made Viceroy of Portuguese India, an honor which in April, 1524, he left 
Lisbon to assume, arriving at Goa in September of the same year. He 
died at Cochin on Christmas eve after a short illness, and was buried 
in the Franciscan Monastery there. In 1538 his body was conveyed to 
Portugal and entombed in the town of Vidigueira. In 1880 what was 
supposed to be his remains’ were transferred to the church of Santa 
Maria de Belem. His voyages are remembered in the ‘“Lusiad” of 
Camo6es. : 


The Vasco da Gama stamps were also issued in the same designs for 
the Portuguese Colonies of Azores, Macao, Madeira, Portuguese Africa 
(used in Angola, Cape Verde, Guinea, Lourenzo Marques, Mozambique, 
Portuguese Congo, St. Thomas and Prince and Zambesia and inscribed 
Africa), Portguese India and Timor. .

The stamps are oblong in shape and show 
a view of Victoria Falls; above this is 
“BRITISH SOUTH AFRICA — COMPANY” 
in two lines; at the base of the stamp are 
the words “VICTORIA FALLS.” The falls 
were discovered by David Livingstone on 
the 17th November, 1855, and by him named 
after Queen Victoria. At the spot where the 
Zambesi is at its widest it falls abruptly, with 
a roar of continuous thunder over the edge of an almost vertical chasm. 
These falls are nearly a mile in width and 400 feet in height. The clouds 
of vapor that rise from the falls caused the natives to give it the name 
of “Mosi-oa-Tunga”—the smoke that sounds. -The bridge of the Cape 
Town and Cairo Railroad crosses the river less than half a mile below 
the falls. The stamps were engraved and printed by Waterlow & Sons 
of London and are printed in sheets of twenty-five. 


NOTE—It has been stated that the issue of 1910 was a commemorative 
series. It was formerly the intention to make this issue at the time of the pro- 
posed visit of King George and Queen Mary, then Prince and Princess of Wales, 
to Rhodesia in 1910. The death of the late King Edward naturally caused the 
abandonment of the visit, but permission was given to the Company by King 
George to make-the issue to coincide with the visit to Rhodesia on his behalf 
of’ the Duke and Duchess of Connaught. 

‘The stamps constituted the-ordinary issue of the Company.

King Charles of Roumania is the second son of the late Prince 
Charles Anthony of Hohenzollern-Sigmaringen, the elder South German 
Roman Catholic branch of the House of Hohenzollern, of which the Ger- 
man Emperor is the chief. Until the year 1849 the Hohenzollern-Sigma- 
ringens, whose dominions are situated between Wurtemberg and Baden, 
near the spot where the Danube rises in the Black Forest, possessed full 
sovereign rights as the head of one of the independent principalities of 
the German Confederation. The sovereign rights of his own and his de- 
scendants Prince Charles Anthony formally and voluntarily ceded to 
Prussia on December 7, 1849. King Charles I of Roumania was born on 
April 20, 1839, elected “Domm” or Lord of Roumania April 20, 1866, en- 
tered Bucharest on May 22, 1866, proclaimed King of Roumania on Marca 
26, 1881. In 1869 he married the Princess Elizabeth of Wied (Carmen 
Sylvia). 

z The Coronation of King Charles took place at Bucharest on May 9, 
1881. In accordance with his wish, the royal crown of Roumania was 
fashioned of steel from a Turkish gun captured at Plevna, King Charles 
took the crown into his hands with these words: “I assume with pride 
this crown, wrought from a cannon sprinkled with the blood of our 
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CN nee) 
heroes and consecrated by the Church; I accept it as a symbol of the 
Independence and power of Roumania.”

To COMMEMORATE THE ANNEXATION OF SILISTRIA BY ROUMANIA.

The design of the 1 ban stamp shows a woman holding with her 
right hand and arm a large flag, while her left arm encircles a young boy 
who also desires to hold the flag, the design being emblematic of the pa- 
triotism of the Roumanians. 

The 3b, 50b, 1 leu and 2 lei, have for a design the ramparts of an old 
fortress on the right bank of the river Danube. 
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The 5b and 40b portray the Roumanian troops crossing the Danube 
on a pontoon bridge. 

The 10b shows a Roumanian naval vessel approaching Constanza on 
the Black Sea. 

The 15b stamp shows two medallions, one bearing a likeness of Mir- 
cea, ruler of Silistria in 1387, the other that of King Charles I in 1913. 

Mircea, Prince of Wallachia, 1386-1418, styled himself Count of Sev- 
erin, despot of the Dobrudja and lord of Silistria, and was also master 
of Sistova and Vidin. As an ally of Sigismund of Hungary, his former 
rival, he was’ defeated in 1396 by the Turkish sultan, Bayazid I, but the 
following year he gained a victory over Bayazid at Craiova. In 1416 he 
lost Silistria to Sultan Mohammed I and was obliged to acknowledge 
Ottoman dominion. 

The 25b stamp has for a design a view of Silistria. 

Silistria is a fortified town on the Danube, 62 miles east-south-east 
of Bucharest. In the Roman era Silistria was one of the most important 
cities of lower Moesia. Frequently besieged and taken during the Mid- 
dle Ages, in modern times it was unsuccessfully beseiged during the 
Crimean War by Russia. Roumania is not a Balkan State, and took no 
part in the operations of the Balkan League (Bulgaria, Servia, Monte- 
negro and Greece) against the Ottoman Empire in 1912-13; but during 
the second war (1913) when Bulgaria was in opposition to the several 
members of the League, Roumania was able to exact terms from Bulga- 
ria at the Treaty of Bucharest, when the fertile province of Silistria was 


surrendered to Roumania.

ISSUE OF 1913 


To COMMEMORATE THE THREE HUNDREDTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE FOUNDING 
OF THE ROMANOFF DYNASTY. 


70k yellow green and brown, has a portrait of Michael Feodor Ro- 
manoff ; surrounding the picture in Russian is “Michael Feodorovitch, Rul- 
er of all the Russias.” When the Poles had been expelled from Russia 
in 1613 Michael was elected Czar, the first of the house of the Romanoffs. 
As soon as he had notified the King of Poland of his election, his father, 
archbishop of Rostow, was set at liberty and sent home. He was imme- 
diately created by his son Patriarch of all Russia, an office in the Greek 
church almost equivalent to that of the Pope in the Romish hierarchy. 
The reign of Michael proved almost a constant success, he died revered 
by his subjects on July 12, 1645. He left but two children —a son Alexis, 
who succeeded him, and a daughter Irene, who died unmarried a few 
years after. 

25k red violet. The stamp bears a portrait of Alexis Michaelovitch, 
encircled with the Russian inscription of the name of the Czar and “Ruler 
of all the Russias.” Alexis was but sixteen years of age when he suc- 
ceeded to the throne and was crowned the day after his father’s death. 
His reign was harassed in 1648 by an insurrection. He was the father 
of Peter the Great, whom he had by his second wife. Alexis died in 
1676, 

1k brown orange, 4k dull red. Both stamps have for a design a por- 
trait of Peter I, generally denominated Peter the Great. The previous 
Czar, Feodor, Peter’s half-brother, died in 1682 without issue, after nam- 
ing Peter as his successor to the exclusion of his own full brother Ivan. 
This step immediately provoked an insurrection, which resulted in the 
coronation (July 1682) of Ivan and Peter as joint rulers, with the ap- 
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pointment of Ivan’s sister Sophia as regent; she was finally compelled 
to resign and was sent to a convent, where she died in 1704. On October © 
11, 1689 Peter made his public entry into Moscow, where he was met by 
Ivan, to whom he gave the nominal supremacy and precedence, reserv- 
ing the sole exercise of power for himself. Ivan died in 1696. Peter’s 
first care on assuming the government was to form an army disciplined 
according to European tactics and to create a navy. In 1697 in the guise 
of an inferior official of the embassy he visited Prussia and Hanover, 
reaching Amsterdam, where, and subsequently at Saardam, he worked 
for some time as a:common shipwr ight. On receipt of an invitation from 
William III, King of England, he visited that country, and for three 
months, spent par “tly in London and partly in Deftford, labored to amass 
all sorts of useful information. After his return to Russia he established 
naval and military schools. The Czarina Eudoxio, suspected of complic- 
ity in a conspiracy against the government, was divorced and shut up in 
a convent. In 1700 Peter formed an alliance with Poland and Denmark 
against Sweden, the king of which country, Charles XII, defeated him at 
Narva in the same year. In 1703 Peter founded the city of St. Petersburg 
and made it the capital of Russia. In 1709 he totally defeated the Swed- 
ish king at Poltava. On March 2, 1712 he married Catherine I. In 1717, in 
company with the Czarina, he made another tour of Europe. Peter died in 
1725 and is buried in the Cathedral of Saints Peter and Paul in St. Pet- 
ersburg. 

50k brown and black. The-stamp shows a portrait of Elizabeth, Em- 
press of Russia and daughter of Peter the Great, born near Moscow. She 
succeeded to the throne in 1741. The great event of her later years was 
the Seven Years’ War, when the Russians many times defeated Frederick 
the Great. The Empress was a patroness of art and literature and one 
of the founders of Moscow University. Elizabeth died in 1761, ease fifty- 
three, after a reign: of twenty-one years. 

14k blue ereen. This shows a bust of Catherine IJ, Empress of 
Russia. She was the daughter of the Prince of Anhalt- Zerbst, the gov- 
ernor of Stettin and a Prussian. field-marshal. In 1745, after having 
adopted the name of Catherine Alexievna and renounced her membership 
of the Lutheran in order to join the Greek church, she was allowed to 
marry Peter, the nephew of the reigning Empress Elizabeth and the pro- 
spective heir to the throne. Peter reigned a few months as Peter III, 
but in 1762 he was murdered and Catherine came to the throne. 

35k gray violet and dark green. This stamp bears a portrait of 
Paul I Emperor of Russia, second son of Peter III and the Empress Cath- 
erine II. Paul became heir-apparent in 1763 and succeeded his mother 
in 1796. He was unfitted for his position by his violent temper, and his 
impetuous actions caused much trouble. He was a keen supporter of mon- 
archy; declared for the Allies against France and in 1798 sent a large 
force to assist the Austrians in Italy. In 1799 he made a treaty with 
Great Britain, but in 1800 violated it by entering into the Northern Coa- 
lition, dissolved by Nelson’s fleet in the Baltic in 1801. Paul was strangled 
in a struggle while being compelled to abdicate. 

20k olive green. This shows a portrait of Alexander I, Emperor of 
Russia, born in 1777, succeeded his father Paul I, 1801. Among the 
events of his reign was the annexation of the province of Finland in 
1809, the invasion of Russia by Napoleon, and the subsequent entry of 
the Allies into Paris in 1814. The Congress of Vienna recognized Alex-. 
ander as King of Poland and in 1815 he published a constitution for the 
government of his new kingdom. He died in December 1825. 

15k pale brown. This stamp has a portrait of Nicholas I, Emperor .of 
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Russia. He was the third son of Paul I, and was born at St. Petersburg 
in 1796. He visited England and Europe in 1816 and in the following 
year married the eldest daughter of Frederick William III of Prussia. 
On the death of Alexander I he succeeded to the throne, as Constantine, 
the real heir, had abdicated in his favour. Owing to some uncertainty 
however there was an interregnum of three weeks’ duration and a seri- 
ous conspiracy broke out, Nicholas was able to quell the revolt with 
cruel firmness. During the early part of his reign some reforms were 
carried out, but Nicholas soon reverted to the autocracy of the old czars, 
supported by the force of arms. The wars with Persia and Turkey ended 
in victory for Russia, and the crushing of the Poles was accomplished, 
but they were accompanied by a terrible loss of men, as was the Crimean 
War later. In 1848 his setting himself forth as the champion of the 
Christians in Turkey and his demands on the Sultan were such that 
the Crimean war was the result. On July 3, 1853, the Russian army 
entered Moldavia. War was begun in October and the fleets of France 
and England occupied the Black Sea. From this time Nicholas never had 
a day’s hope, defeat followed defeat, and after receiving the news of the 
battle at the Alma, his health gave way, and he died on March 2, 1855. 
2k yellow green. This stamp bears a portrait of Alexander II, Em- 
peror of Russia, the eldest son of Nicholas I. He was born in 1818 and 
succeeded to the throne during the Crimean war, a war which he brought 
to a close as quickly as national honor would allow. He was noted for 
his liberal reforms, put forward at a time when the general tendency 
was that of conservative reaction. Six years after his accession he 
freed the serfs. His reforms were the cause of the rise of two parties, 
the Conservatives and the Radicals. The more extreme Radicals were 
called) Nihilists. His foreign policy raised Russia to a high place in the 
councils of Europe and at the same time strengthened her resources. He 
was assassinated in March 1881, the victim of a Nihilist plot. 
3k rose red. The stamps bear a portrait of Alexander III, Emperor 
of Russia, second son of Alexander IJ. He was born on March 18, 1845. 
He reversed to a certain extent the liberal policy of his predecessor, and 
proceeded to rule on autocratic lines. _He kept his country at peace and 
during his uneventful reign good progress was made. He died in Novem- 
ber, 1894. 
7k brown, 10k deep blue, 5r black brown. These stamps bear a por- 
trait of Nicholas II, Emperor of all the Russias, born at St. Petersburg, 
May 19, 1868 (son of the Emperor Alexander III). He ascended the 
throne Nov. 2, 1894; married Nov. 27, 1894 to the Princess Alix of Hesse. 
ir deep green. The stamp has for a design a picture of the Kremlin 
at Moscow, which is situated on the northern bank of the river Moskva. 
The walls of the Kremlin are two miles in circuit and the space enclosed 
within them is triangular in shape; the walls are surmounted by eighteen 
towers and pierced with five gates. Within the Kremlin, grouped around 
the great tower of Ivan Veliki, are three old cathedrals: the Cathedral 
of the Assumption or “Rest of the Virgin,” where the Emperors of Rus- 
sia are crowned and where are the tombs of the sainted metropolitans 
of Moscow; the Cathedral of the Annunciation, the floor of which is 
paved with jaspers, agates and carnelians of various shapes and in which 
the former rulers of Russia were baptised and married; the Cathedral of 
Michael the Archangel, containing the tombs of all the Czars down to the 
time of Peter the Great, who changed the royal burial place to St. Pet- 
ersburg. The early sovereigns of the house of Romanoff all lie in the 
body of the church, between the pillars. Of these the first was Michael 
Feodorovitch. The central shape that lifts itself above the group on the 
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Kremlin is the Tower of Ivan Veliki which was built by Boris Godunof 
to commemorate the deliverance of Russia from a famine. The tower 
measured to the top of the cross is three hundred and twenty-five feet 
in height, and a great chime of bells, the largest weighing sixty-four 
tons, is suspended within. 

er red brown. The stamp shows a view of the Imperial Winter 
Palace on the Great Quay of the Neva at St. Petersburg. 

3r dark violet. The design shows the House of the Romanoffs in 
Moscow, in which Feodor Romanoff, afterward known as the Patriarch 
Philaret, lived and where his son Michael, afterward Czar, was born. 
The house was restored 1856-59, indeed almost entirely rebuilt, and is 
chiefly interesting as showing the character, even to minute details, of 
an ancient Russian boyar-house.

It met in the 
church of the Dominican Convent of San Esteban, and was composed of 
pious friars and professors from the faculty of the University. The monks 
of that time in Spain were the conservators of learning. Columbus him- 
self believed the world to be a sphere; but for him to defend the theory 
of the earth’s rotundity and base his premise of New-World discovery 
upon it, was not only absurd, but was also (in the Council’s opinion) 
heretical. Salamanca is 110 miles N. W. of Madrid. It contains a: uni- 
versity, founded in 1239, an old cathedral of the 12th century, and a li- 
brary with 80,000 volumes. Population 27,000. 

5 pesos carmine lake. A picture representing Columbus protecting 
his hostages. A mutiny broke out among the crew and they wanted to 
kill the Indians and throw them overboard. Columbus, sword in hand, 
swore he would hack the conspirators to pieces. , 

10 pesos deep brown. The design shows Columbus received by the 
King and Queen of Spain.

In each of the corners are small white stars in small circles; those 
at the top bear the dates “1811” and “1911”, while the bottom stars have 
the figures of value. The inscription ““CENTENARIO—DE LA—INSUR-

U” between the lower stars. The stamps were printed on unwatermarked 
paper, the 5c and 6c also occur on paper with the “network” watermark. 

Pedro de Alvarado, a lieutenant of Cortez, in 1524 invaded what is 
now the Republic of Salvador, defeated the natives and capturéd their 
capital Cuscatlan. Salvador then became a part of the Captain-Generalcy 
of Guatemala and later of the Vice-Royalty of Mexico. It was governed — 
by the Spanish authorities residing in Guatemala City. On September 15, 
1821, Salvador joined the Central American Federation. The federation 
was incorporated into the Mexican Empire and on the fall of Iturbide’s - 
short-lived empire, Salvador once more became a state of the federation. 
In 1839 the Central American Federation, which had comprised the States 
of Guatemala, Salvador, Honduras, Nicaragua and Costa Rica, was dis- 
solved, but it was not until the year 1841 that Salvador formally withdrew 
and declared its independence and separation from the federation. From 
time to time efforts have been made to reestablish the union, but without 
SUCCESS.

San Marino, a small independent republic, 14 miles south west of 
Rimini in Northern Italy, is one of the oldest states in Europe, its 
independence dating from the 13th Century. It is governed by a council 
of sixty members, two of whom act as regents for a term of six months. 
Its capital town of the same name is situated on a precipitous rock (2437 
feet high) which bears the name of Monte Titano; each of the three 
summits is crowned by fortifications. The chief square, the Pianello, 
contains the new Palazzo di Governo (1894). The arms of the republic 
are three peaks, each crowned with a tower.

At the top of the stamps in Servian letters are the 
words signifying “Kingdom of Servia”. 

The 1d to 5d have a medallion bearing an allegorical picture of the 
nd of independence. The rest of the design is the same as the lower 
values. 


The founder of the dynasty was George Petrovitch who, in 1804, was 
proclaimed Commander-in-Chief in Servia. Owing to his black hair the 
Turks called him Kara-George, kara being Turkish for black. Servia was 
a Turkish province, but the cruelties of the Turkish troops of occupation 
caused a revolution led by Kara-George which freed the country for a 
time from Turkish rule, 

Kara-George was murdered in 1817, leaving two sons — Alexis and 
Alexander. In 1842 Alexander was made reigning Prince by the National] 
Assembly; in 1858 he was dethroned and in 1885 he died in exile. On 
March 6, 1882 under Prince Milan, of the Obrenovitch dynasty, Servia 
was raised from a principality to a kingdom. King Alexander Obreno- 
vitch was murdered June 10, 1903 and on September 21, 1904 Peter I., 
grandson of Kara-George, was crowned King of Servia, the third of his 
house to rule in Servia. A peculiarity of the low values of the stamps 
is that by laying a straight edge from the last letter of the word in the 
upper left corner to the first letter of the word in the lower right corner 
and turning the stamps upside down, can be seen what is called the death 
mask of the murdered king. z 

King Peter I of Servia abdicated the throne on June 24, 1914. The 
King’s abdication was made in favor of his second son, Prince Alexander, 
as his eldest son, Prince George, in 1909 renounced his right of succession 
to the throne. King Peter was born in 1846 and proclaimed King on the 
night of June 10, 1903 by the officers of the Servian Army, immediately 
after they had murdered King Alexander and Queen Draga. ‘The new 
King Alexander was born on December 4, 1888.

Miguel de Cervantes-Saavedra was born in 1547 at Aleala de Henares. 
When twenty-two years old he accompanied the Cardinal Julio Aquaviva 
from Madrid to Rome, where he resided for more than a year as cham- 
berlain to his Eminence. On May 29, 1571, there was signed at Rome the 
famous treaty between Philip II, the Papal See, and the Venetian Senate, 
whose naval forces were combined to check the progress of the Turkish 
fleet in the Mediterranean. Don Juan of Austria commanded the Chris- 
tian armament. Cervantes enlisted under Colonna, the General of the 
Papal galleys which joined the fleet of Don Juan. At the battle of Le- 
panto, Cervantes had his left hand cut off at the wrist After this he 
served as a soldier for several years and in 1575 on his way from Italy to 
Spain the galley in which he sailed was captured by the Moorish corsairs 
and he, with all the rest of the Christian crew, was carried into slavery 
in Algiers. After much suffering he was ransomed in 1581 and returned 
to Spain.’ Cervantes was a writer of plays, a poet and a novelist. His 
main object in writing Don Quixote, as Cervantes himself said, was to 
ridicule the romances of chivalry. The story of Don Quixote has been 
translated into many languages and became one of the most popular of 
books.

Trinidad and at the same time first saw. the 
Main Land of the Western Hemisphere. 

2. It is my intention to celebrate this re- 
markable event during the visit of the North American and West Indian 
‘Squadron in February next, on which subject I shall address you in a 
separate despatch, but I desire to have a lasting memorial in the issue of. 
a Commemorative Stamp, in which desire my Executive Council concurs. 

3. The postage for letters between all parts of Her Majesty’s Em- 
pire is about to be reduced to two pence, so that a new stamp of that 
value will be required, and I think this new two pence stamp might well 
be made commemorative of Columbus’ discovery of Trinidad. 

4, I propose that 500,000 of this Stamp should be sold to the public, 
after which a 2d stamp of the ordinary Trinidad pattern will be issued. 
This Commemorative Stamp will be used for postage purposes only, so 
that it may be printed in any color and of any size. All details I leave 
to the good taste of the Crown Agents and Messrs. De la Rue & Co., but 
I enclose a photograph of a stained glass window which is in the Council 
Chamber here, the design of which I should wish, if possible, adapted to 
the purpose. The artist would probably reduce the number of figures 
and otherwise alter the picture, but I would like the stamp in its main 
points to follow the design in the window. 

5. It is absolutely necessary: that the issue should be in Trinidad by 
June, 1898, so as to be issued on 31st July. 

6. I may mention that the proposed celebration and the Commemo- 
rative Stamp is exciting considerable interest, and I beg that should 
you approve the proposal, as I sincerely trust you may, the Crown 
Agents will be at once instructed to take the necessary steps to give it 
effect.

In the course of time this was 
arranged to form a written phrase, still having in a general way, its orig- 
inal form, The toughra has certain characters which are permanent and 
minor ones which change with a new sultan. 

Abdul Hamid IIT was born on Sept. .22, 1842, proclaimed sultan Aug. . 
31, 1876. As the outcome of a revolution in 1908 the Sultan capitulated 
to the party known as the “Young Turks” and restored by imperial 
decree (July 24) the constitution he had granted in 1876 and suspended 
in the year 1878. In 1909 the Sultan Abdul Hamid II was deposed and 
his brother was called to the throne as Mohammed V. @

Francisco Antonio Gabriel Miranda, a Ven- 
ezuelan patriot and general, was born at Cara- 
cas June 9, 1752, and died in captivity at Ca- 
diz, Spain, July 14, 1816. He served with the 
French Allies in North America in 1783. In 1806 he made an unsuccessful 
attempt to found a republic in Venezuela. After the revolution of 1810 
he commanded the patriot army and in April, 1812 was made Dictator. 
On July 25, 1812 Miranda was forced to sign a treaty yielding the coun- 
try to the royalists. He was arrested shortly after and sent to Cadiz, 
The lines on the stamp are meant to illustrate a long standing dis- 
pute between Venezuela and Gréat Britain as to the boundary line be- 
tween the former and British Guiana. Ceded to Great Britain by the 
Dutch in 1814, England had always claimed that the ceded territory ex- 
tended to the Orinoco. In 1840 Venezuela, now an Independent Republic; 
claimed territory as far as the Essequibo. After years of disputes, in 
1886 the United States, on the strength of the Monroe doctrine, inter- 
vened with an offer of arbitration, which was refused by Great Britain. 
Through the influence of the Venezuelan Minister at Washington, a 
message was sent to Congress by President Cleveland on December 18, 
1895, in which he suggested that a Commission should be appointed to 
ascertain what was the true divisional line between Venezuela and 
British Guiana, this being done “it will be the duty of the United States 
to resist by every means in its power, as a wilful aggression upon its 
rights and interests, the appropriation by Great Britain of any lands 
which, after investigation, we have determined by right to belong to Ven- 
ezuela.” A treaty was signed at Washington Feb, 2, 1897 to arbitrate

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the boundary dispute and it was settled in Oct. 1899 by an arbitration 
court in Paris.

“This series of stamps will be of three values, 5c printed in red, 10c 
printed in blue, 25¢ printed in re and bearing the following inscrip- 
tions: at the top of the stamp, ESTADOS UNIDOS DE VENEZUELA; at 
the bottom of the stamp DISTRITO FEDERAL and on one side 23 ‘DE 
MAYO and the indications of value. 

“These stamps will be used exclusively for postage in the States of 
the Federal District and the interior of the Republic during the 90 days 
of the next national Congress. 

“Done, signed and sealed with the stamp of the National Executive 
and countersigned by the Minister of Posts at the Federal Palace at 
Caracas, May 5, 1905, year 94 of Independence.” 

Cipriano Castro, born in 1855, after taking part in several uprisings 
bought a farm near Cucuta in Colombia. For a few years he was a 
peaceful farmer; finally he headed a rebellion and on the 23rd day of 
May, 1899, with only 60 men, invaded Venezuela. After several engage- 
ments, having increased his forces, he entered the capital, Caracas, and 
declared himself “supreme military leader.” He was made provisional 
president of Venezuela by the constituent assembly (1901) and in 1902 
was formally elected president for six years. He resigned his presidency 
in 1906.

Miranda’s influence 
on the South American Revolution was very great, but mainly indirect, 
through the secret societies which he formed and his influence with 
European statesmen, 

Simon Bolivar was born at Caracas July 24, 1783, and died at San 
Pedro, December 17, 1830. In the Revolution of 1810, he took an active 
part, served under Miranda in 1812 and captured Caracas on August 4, 
1813; was then made general of the. Venezuelan forces and temporary 
dictator. He completed the emancipation of Central and South 
America in 1823, was President of Colombia twice and Dictator of Peru.

William I, King of the Netherlands from 1815 
to 1840, was born at The Hague, Aug. 24, 1772, 
and died at Berlin, Dec. 12, 1843. He commanded 
the Dutch troops against the French in 1793-95, 
when the Netherlands were conquered by the lat- 
ter and the house of Orange expelled. In 1806 he 
served as a general in the Prussian army and was 
captured by the French at the battle of Jena. His 
hereditary territories in Germany (the Nassau . 
lands) were in the same year confiscated by Na- 
poleon. He served in the Austrian army at Wa- 
gram in 1809 and afterward lived in retirement at 
Berlin. When Holland rose in revolt against the 
French domination in 1813, after 18 years of exile 
he landed at Scheveningen (on the 19th of November) and was on the 
3rd of December proclaimed prince-sovereign of the Netherlands, The 
Congress of Vienna erected the Netherlands and Belgium into the king- 
dom of the Netherlands, and in accordance with its decision William was 
proclaimed the first king of the new monarchy, March 16, 1815. His 
German estates were restored to him in 1813 and he exchanged them 
for the grand duchy of Luxemburg. He was unable to prevent the 
secession of Belgium in 1830-32, and abdicated in favor of his son 
William IT, Oct. 7, 1840. 

William II. King of the Netherlands from 1840 to 
1849, was born at The Hague on December 6, 1792; 
and died March 17, 1849.. When he was three years 
old his father was driven out of Holland by the 
French and lived in exile until 1813. William IT. 
served with distinction under Wellington in Spain, 
and commanded the Dutch contingent in the cam- 
paign of 1815 against Napoleon, and married the 
Russian grand duchess Anne, sister of Alexander 
I., in 1816. He ascended the throne on abdication 
of his father Oct. 7, 1840 and granted extensive re- 
forms during the revolutionary movement of 
1848. 
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William III. King of the Netherlands from 1849 
to 1890, son of William IT, was born at Brussels 
on Feb. 19, 1817, and died Nov. 23, 1890. ‘He 
married in 1839 Sophia, daughter of William I., 
King of Wurtemburg. He carried out the reforms 
begun by his father in 1848 and decreed the aboli- 
tion of slavery in the West Indies in 1862. 
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Wilhelmina I. Queen of the Netherlands was born 
on August 31, 1880, daughter of William III. and 
his second wife Emma, daughter of Prince George 
Victor of Waldeck. Wilhelmina succeeded to the 
throne upon the death of her father Nov. 23, 1890, 
but her mother acted as Queen Regent until she 
became of age Aug. 31, 1898. On Feb. 7, 1901 she 
married Duke Henry of Mecklenburg-Schwerin,

In 1906 to commemorate the Centenary of the founding of 
the Kingdom, five of the Municipal Service Stamps and ten of the Official 
Stamps were overprinted with the Royal Crown and the dates “1806- 
1906.” ;
